And you do further swear that, to the 
best of your knowledge and ability, you will support 
and defend the Constitution of the United States against 
all enemies, foreign and domestic, and that you will 
bear true and faithful allegiance to the same; that you 
take'this obligation freely, without any mental reserva- 
tion or purpose of evasion; and that you will well and 
faithfully discharge the duties of the office on which you 
are about to enter, and that you are not bigamists or 
polygamists. So help you God.

charge, that provision be made for its payment.

Sır:—Referring to your reference of the 30th ultimo 
of the letter the Acting Secretary of the Interior Depart- 
ment, asking certain information as to the Territorial 
expenses of the Courts of Utah Territory, I would say 
that the Act of Congress of June 28, 1874, entitled, “An 
Act in relation to Courts and Judicial Officers in the 
Territory of Utah,” 18St. at L., p. 253, provided that the 
officers of the United States could “attend all the courts 
of record, having jurisdiction of offenses as well under 
the laws of the'Territory as of the United States,” and 
that “the courts and expenses of all prosecutions for of- 
fenses against any law of the Territorial Legislature 
should be paid out of the treasury of the Territory. 

The United States, since the enactment of the above 
law; has made appropriations for the expense of the 


* 
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Territorial courts in Utah—stipulating generally in the 
appropriation act that the amount was to be reimbursed to 
the United States by the Territory. For instance, in the 
act of March 8, 1875, making appropriations for the Ter. 
ritory of Utah, 15 St. at Large, p. 358, it is provided “this 
appropriation may be used under the direction of the 
Department of Justice to defray the judicial expenses of 
the Supreme and District Courts of said Territory, and 
until such reimbursement shall be fully made, no mem- 
ber or officer of said Legislative Assembly shall be en- 
titled to any compensation, or allowancé out of any 
money of the United States.” And again, in the Act of 
March 3, 1879, making appropriation for expenses of 
Tervitorial courtsin Utah, 20 St. at L., p. 398, “this ap- 
propriation may be used, under the direction of the said 
department (Dept. of Justice), to defray the judicial ex.

TERRITORIAL AuDITOR’s OFFICE. 


To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Utah: 


GENTLEMEN:—The appropriation of $40,000 of March 
13, 1884, for the payment of jurors and witnesses in the 
District Courts of the Territory, for the years 1884-85 
was apportioned on the same basis as that of the appro- 

riation made for the same purpose, for the years 1882- 
3, which proved to be just and equitable, according to 
the proportionate deficiency at the close of the year 
1888, as will be seen by referrence to my report of two 
years ago. The appointment for the years 1884-55, does 
not, however, seem to have been so satisfactory, as the 
amounts apportioned to the First and Third Judi- 
cial Districts were exhausted in June last, while 
the amount apportioned to the Second Dis- 
trict lasted until the end of the year 1885, 
leaving only a small amount of certificates out- 
standing. This is accounted for in part from the 
fact that the judge of the Second Judicial District 
held, that the jurors being summoned under a Federal 
law, their mileage is justly chargeable to the United 
States and not to the Territory, thus making the amount 
apportioned to his District last during the whole two 
years, 1884-85. ; 

Under the present statute defining how jurors and 
witnesses shall be paid, the Auditor is not authorized to 
pay services of jurors and witnesses until the end of- 
each term of court, or until the returns for the court 
are furnished the Auditor, duly certified to by the 
Judge, and in case jurors and witnesses happen to be 
summoned to serve during the latter part of the second 
year, when the appropriation is nearly exhausted, their 
chances for obtaining warrants for their services are 
very poor. It is well known that most of the parties 
summoned to attend the courts are in poor circum- 
stances, and depend largely on their fees and mileage to 
-pay their return expenses home. When informed that 


i 
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the Auditor can do nothing for them until the returns 
of the court are received, or worse, that the appropria- 
tion is exhausted, and nothing can be done with their 
certificates of service until the Legislature makes pro- 
vision for their payment, they are forced to dispose of 
them at such price as they can obtain, which is often 
not more than 50 per cent. of their face value. I would 
suggest, for your consideration, the advisability of 
making the per diem and mileage of jurars and wit 
nesses conform to the United States Fee Bill, and pro- 
vide for their payment in casb. This could easily be 
done by requiring the Treasurer to set aside from the 
first funds received by him, a sum equal to the amount 
appropriated for that purpose. This would be more 
satisfactory to the parties’ serving than the present per 
diem and mileage, which is paid to them in Auditor's 
warrants which are frequently below par. 

The total amount of unpaid certificates in circula- 
tion for the years 1884-85, is $22,068.22, divided as 
follows: First District, $12,464.24; Second District, 
$808.30; Third District, $8,795.68; making the total ex- 
pense for the three District Courts for the years 1884-85, 
$62,068.22, or 30 per cent. of the Territorial revenue. It 
will require not less than $65,000 to pay the expenses 
of jurors and witnesses for the years 1886-87, in addition 
to the deficiency of $22,068.22. 

I desire to call your attention to the fact that there 
are a number of unpaid certificates for services in civi 
cases during the years 1882-83 still outstanding. These 
certificates were included in the Auditor’s report of twe 
years ago, and were covered by the amount appro 
priated under Section 8 of the general appropriation 
bill, approved March 18, 1884, but owing to the clause 
in said section making the appropriation only apply or 
services in criminal cases, the Auditor refused to pay 
the civil certificates above mentioned. The total 
amount of such certificates will not exceed the sum ol 
$1,000, and as they were the only certificates issued 
during the years 1882-83 that designated the kind ol 
service performed, and therefore the only ones thai 
were not paid from said appropriation, your action i: 
respectfully requested to enable the Auditor to pay 
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‘hem without violating said section of the appropria- 
‘Aion bill. 
* I would also suggest that the appropriation for 
‘court expenses for ihe years 1886-87 be made to the 
-respective districts direct, thus -relieving the Auditor 
from the obligation of apportioning the amount.

Srrs:—In compliance with the written request of 
the Honorable the Chief Clerk of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of Utah Territory—there being enclosed 
with such request a copy of the concurrent resolutions 
of the House and Council—I hereby submit the follow- 
ing report: 

I, as Clerk of the First District Court of Utah Terri- 
tory, for the Ogden or Northern Division, have collected, 
as fines and forfeitures, the amounts as follows, for the 
years 1884 and 1885, viz.:

After conviction of an offense not punishable with 
death, a defendant, who has appealed, may be admitted 
to bail: 1—As a matter of right when the appeal is 
from a judgment imposing a fine only: 2—As a matter 
of discretion in all other cases.” 

The bill, now in my hands (H. F. No. 3), for ap- 
proval, provides as follows : ; 

; “That section 388 of ‘An Act regulating the mode 
of procedure in criminal cases, approved February 22d, 
1878,’ be repealed, and the following substituted in lieu 
thereof: Section 388. After conviction of an offense, 
not punishable with death, a defendant who has ap- 
pealed, shall, upon application therefor, be admitted to 
bail as a matter of right’? ~. ‘ 

With few exceptions, the rule as to the admission 
of a defendant to, bail, after conviction, leaves the 
question to the discretion of the courts. Bail should be 
allowed, upon a proper showing to the court, when it 
may be done without detriment to the administration 
of public justice, and should be given as a matter of 
right by an arbitrary statute in cases only in which the- 
peace and welfare of society may not be endangered. 

Under the bill before me, a defendant convicted of 
murder in the second degree, or guilty of rape. and 
other infamous crimes, may prosecute an appeal, and 
upon application therefor, be admitted to bail as a 
matter of right, and by operation of law, at once 
turned loose upon the society he has wronged. Under 
the practice governing appeals, the courts will be left 
powerless to control or correct this outrage upon the 
community. 

The present law has been fully sustained, and the 
rights of a defendant under its provisions determined 
by the Supreme Court of the United States in the late 
case of the United States vs. Rudger Clawson. The 
courts have wisely exercised the discretion imposed 
upon them in granting and denying bail, as the merits 
of the case suggested, and the practice has uniformly 
proved of benefit in executing the law. 

__In my opinion, by depriving the-courts of discretion : 
in this very important feature in criminal proceedings, . 
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. and which the bill before me does, we place in the 


hands of those who seek to defeat the execution of the 
laws, the power to trifle with justice, and to delay and 
defeat the punishments prescribed by law against those 
who stand convicted of public offenses. 

For these, and other reasons which present them- 
selves, I return the bill to the House, in which it 
originated, without my approval.

Err H. Murray. 


Territory of Utah, 
Executive Office, 
Salt Lake City, Feb. 1, 1886. | 


Hon. W. W. Riter, Speaker of the House: 


Srr:—The laws of Utah should be grouped into one 
or perhaps two volumes. The fact that much contained 
in the Compiled Laws of 1876 has been repealed, and 
the scarcity of certain other volumes, suggest the pro- 
priety of some action in this matter. This resolution 
provides for a board of five persons to make a com- 
pilation merely, and appropriates ten thousand dollars 
for that purpose. 

The condition of the laws of Utah, in my opinion, 
demand a revision, rather than another compilatjon. 

That being true, the money -expended in a com- 
pilation, and two years in time, is wasted. The appoint- 
ment of one, or perhaps three, competent persons, to 
make a thorough revision, would be wise. | 

There are other reasons of objection to the resolu- 
tion. The compilation of 1876 was made by a committee 
of three persons, and an appropriation of six thousand 
dollars for that purpose was made. 

. The resolution before me creates a board of five 
‘persons, and appropriates ten thousand dollars. 
he foregoing are reasons which, under ordinary 
circumstances, only would remain to be discussed and 
determined by the law-making power. But there are 
other and far more potential reasons why this resolu- 
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tion, or any other of like character, should not become 
law, viz.: a 

Ist.—The handling of so large a sum of money 
should be done by legal officers, under valid bonds. This 
is not possible until the appointment and confirmation 
of an Auditor and Treasurer in conformity with the law 
of Congress. The present de facto Auditor and Treasurer 
are holding over long after the expiration of the terms 
prescribed by an illegal statute, and by an election void 
in itself; and the bonds under which they serve, if ever 
they were legal, are so no longer. _ 

24.—A number of statutes enacted by legislatures 
of the past, stand among the laws of Utah to-day, which 
are in Teoh conflict with the laws of Congress, which 
are supreme. These laws, when analyzed, in their very 
bones, and in the lineaments of their ‘every feature, are 
shown to be acts of nullification of the laws of the land, 
which you and I have sworn to maintain. 

Under these laws the executive authority of the 
Territory, and the authority of the government of the 
United States, have for years persistently been ignored 
and set at defiance. This resolution proposes to re- 
publish these laws in a compilation which will further 
mislead the people of this Territory, and I am asked to 
approve them, and sign a draft for ten thousand dollars 
of public funds, drawn from the pockets of all classes of 
people, to further perpetuate this travesty on govern- 
ment in the Territory, and this grievous wrong upon 
the laws of Congress. 


Holding the laws of my country to be supreme, and 
the sovereignty of the United States to be above and 
beyond any other authority, requirements or demand, 
these must be my guide, and I therefore return the 
resolution without my approval.

Srr:—In compliance with the resolution of the 
House, of January 18, 1886, I herewith transmit the in- 
formation called for. l 

` 1st.—The amount of fines and forfeitures collected 
in the District Court of the Third Judicial District of 
Utah Territory during the years 1584 and 1885, in Terri- 
torial criminal cases, less commissions, was $320.10, 
which sum has been paid to the Territorial Treasurer, 
whose receipt I hold therefor. 

2d.—During the year 1884, the number of days con- 
sumed in civil business was 115. i 

The number of days consumed by Territorial crimi- 
nal business was seventy-three. 

The number of days on which Territorial criminal 
business was transacted was 116. 

It is difficult to say that any particular day, gener- 
ally speaking, was devoted to any particular kind of 
business, for the reason that Court is open each day that 
it sits for any kind of business, but the item, “the num- 
ber of days consumed by Territorial criminal business,” 
represents only those days on which Territorial crimi- 


~ 
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nal trials took place or which were taken up exclusively 
by Territorial criminal business. Territorial criminal 
business was, transacted, however, on a much larger 
number of days, viz.: 116 days, the third item above. 

During the year 1885, the number of days consumed | 
by civil business was 154. DR , 

The number of days consumed by Territorial crim- 
inal business (exclusively or by trials) was 55. 

The number of days on which Territorial criminal 
business was transacted was 103. . 2 

During some of the time, it should be said, two 
judges were sitting, one listening to criminal and the 
other to civil business. l 

8d.—Jurors and witnesses are not allowed per diem 
and mileage, and have not been, under the Laws of this 
Territory, for every day of their actual attendance. 
But witnesses and jurors who attend upon United 
States business are paid per diem and mileage under 
the laws of the United States by the United States. 
The witnesses and jurors who attend and serve upon 
Territorial criminal business are paid in certificates 
issued by the Clerk under the laws of this Territory. 
No portion of the time for which such witnesses and 
jurors so serving upon Territorial criminal business 
have been paid under the laws of Utah Territory, has 
been occupied by United States business. 

4th.—All grand jurors discharged for incompetency 
for whatever cause are paid per diem and mileage by 
the United States. The Territory of Utah has paid no 
persons summoned on the grand jury and discharged 
for incompetency, so far as [ am aware. The practice 
is entirely different. 

The first part of the fourth inquiry, viz.: “ whether 
any grand jurors competent to act upon Territorial 
business have been discharged because of incompe- 
tency to sit upon United States cases,” I would hesitate 
to answer, because it is difficult to see how any person 
could be competent to act upon Territorial business 
who was not competent to act upon United States 
business,

GENTLEMEN:—I have the honor to hand you here- 
with a communication from Messis. Sheeks & Rawlins, 
attorneys-at-law, of this city, in relation to legal pusi- 
ness placed in their hands by the Auditor of Public 
Accounts. l 

The fees in the cases mentioned have been paid in 
full for conducting the suits to finish. In the case of 
William Reeves, ex-Collector of Davis County, the mat- 
ter has been leit open to allow Mr. Reeves to obtain 
relief from the Legislative Assembly, which he claims 
he is entitled to. As soon as the present Legislature 
adjourns, settlement in full will be enforced. 

The amount due the Territory from George Cris- 
mon, ex-Collector of Salt Lake County for the years 
1878, 1879, 1880, 1881 and 1882, at the time of the settle- 
ment of the suit, was $20,510.62, $4,343.31 of which was 
for taxes due the Territory on account of the year 1878, 
which the attorneys considered outlawed, thus reducing 
the actual amount due to $16,167.31. The amount 
accepted in settlement of the above amount was $13,- 
000, leaving a deficit of $3,167.31, which was conceded 
to be due the Collector on account of uncoilectable 
taxes, which were never reported to this office.

Pursuant to a resolution of your honorable body 
adopted on the 18th day of January, A. D. 1886, requir- 
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ing each clerk of the several District Courts of the 
Territory of Utah to furnish certain information rela- 
tive to fines and forfeitures’ collected, mode of paying 
jurors and witnesses, ete., I have the honor to submit 
the following report : 

Under first clause of resolution: amount. of fines 
collected, $89.00. No forfeitures. — 

Under second clause of resolution: there have been 
occupied 168 days on civil and criminal business. The 
days are not set apart distinctively for civil or criminal 
business. There has been very little civil business in 
the past two years. Nor are there any days set apart 
respectively for United States and Territorial Criminal 
business. The United States criminal business is placed 
first on the trial calendar, but if a United States crim- 
inal case is not ready when called for trial, for the pur- 
pose of expediting business, a Territorial criminal case 
may be called for trial if ready, or proceedings in civil 
cases may be had. : 

Under third clause of resolution : though there are 
no days, in practice, distinctively set apart for United 
States criminal business, the Court, when jurors are 
discharged, allow them compensation for a certain 
number of days from the United States, if any of the 
time of the Court has been occupied by United States 
criminal business. For the year 1884 jurors received 
compensation from the United States for three (8) days 
attendance, the remaining days of attendance and all 
mileage being paid by the Territory. For the year 1885 

and jurors received compensation from the United 
states for twenty-two (22) days attendance, and petit 
jurors for eighteen (18)-days. All mileage for both 
classes of jurors was ‘paid by the United States.

To’ Hon. W. W. Riter, Speaker of the House: ~ 


- Sır:—The present law governing- bail was -taken 
from the California Code; from:which much of our: law 
is copied. The practice which the bill before me pro- 
poses to change, continues in ,California, in New York, 
and, as a rule, throughout the United States. 

The practical results, should this bill become a law 
at this time, will be to supplement and aid the purposes 
of those who for years have been and now.are combined 
to defeat the execution of laws of the United States. 

The defense fund, to:which I have heretofore-asked 
your, attention, has been, applied for, this purpose .:not 
only in Utah; but.in our neighboring Territories: of 


a 
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Idaho and Arizona, in the vain hope of successfully 
defending the system of polygamy. 

The fact that the dockets and time of the courts 
are taken up in cases growing out of this determined 
defense of polygamy, and that every technicality known 
to the law has been resorted to in order to delay and 
defeat the execution of laws denouncing the system, 
imperatively demands of the Executive to retain every 
statute, which is just and applicable, that guards the 
administration of justice. 

The section sought to be changed is applicable and 
just, because it has been sustained by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and materially aids in the 
punishment of public offenders, and is a time-honored 
practice under the common law. Under the bill pro- 
posed, the rich man, or the man shielded by powerful 
confederates, after conviction will go at large, and the 
poor man and stranger will go to jail. ` 

As I am in sympathy with the Government in the 
endeavor, and am chargéd to see “that the laws are 
faithfully executed,” I must again withhold my approval 
from this H. F. No. 30, or any like measure, under and 
through which both National and Territorial laws will 
be delayed or defeated in their execution.

The above balance of $136.23 will be applied on the 
purchase of Bancroft’s History of the United States and 
the Encyclopedia Britannica as fast as they are issued. 

The contract for cataloguing the library was given 
to Richard Kletting, Esq., who commenced the work in 
February, and completed it the latter part of Septem- 
ber, 1885. In consequence of the Jax rules that were in 
force at the commencement of the work, it was a very 
difficult and tedious work to call in outstanding books, 
which caused delay in the work, and some -disarrange- 
ment of the alphabetical order of the catalogue, as 
many books were returned after the work had gone to 
the printers, and consequently had to be entered out of 
their order. The catalogue is arranged under two head- 
ings, The first part being arranged according to sub- 
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jects, and the second part presenting a list of authors jp 
alphabetical order. All the books have been carefully 
labeled and numbered according to shelf and case in 
which they stand, room being reserved for such volume, 
as may be added in the future as far as practicable. The 
catalogue contains blank leaves at the end of each sub. 
jective heading, so that books purchased in the future 
can be added in their proper order without disarrangin 
the catalogue, and thus necessitating a repetition of the 
work in the near future. 

The present compensation of the Librarian does not 
warrant his keeping the library open, only during office 
hours, viz.: from 9 a. m. until 5. p. m, which precludes 
many people from availing themselves of its benefits, 
I therefore would suggest that a Librarian be appointed 
who can devote his entire attention to the ‘library and 
keep it open during such hours as will best conduce to 
the public good, with compensation adequate therefor, 

Although the library contains a number of volumes 
of rather limited value, the great majority of them, and 
especially the extensive collection of reference and his- 
torical works are of decidedly great value. The law 
department, owing to our not having any system of er- 
change, is very incomplete, and as it is the most import- 
ant part of the library, for reference for members of the 
Legislative Assemblies, I would suggest the advisability 
of making an appropriation sufficient to enable the 
Librarian to purchase the statutes of all the different 
States and Territories, the reports of California and 
New York, and such other reports as your honorable 
body may deem advisable. There thould also be funds 
provided for the addition of modern standard publica- 
tions as will keep the library in a progressive state and 
make it what it should be—a credit to the Territory.

Sir:—Graver reasons of objection exist to the bill 
now in my hands than to the former bill returned to 
your honorable body with my objections. 

Congress has undertaken to legislate upon the sub- 
ject, and the plan provided by the act of Congress, 
approved June 23, 1874, for the formation of juries, 
however faulty it has been shown to be, must prevail. 
Any Territorial legislation should be in aid of the pur- 
pose of Congress to bring into the jury room competent 
jurors, and should not extend an expensive system, 
which has been shown to bring into the jury room 
incompetent jurors. The law of 1874 is faulty in this, 
that the one-half of the number of names for hoth the 

rand and petit juries are selected by the Probate 
lua of the counties in which the respective District 
Courts are held, and the further fact that the Probate 
Judges invariably select the names of those who, as a 
rule, are incompetent jurors, and are in sympathy with 
defendants charged with offenses against laws of the 
United States. This plan was invented and urged upon 
Congress by persons who were’ engaged in the defense 
of the system of polygamy, and by this means desired 
to delay the execution of all laws tending to attack that 
unlawful system. ` , : 

From 1874 to 1884, the courts were hampered and 
prosecutions defeated by the methods adopted under 
this plan. Good juries are now obtained under the old _ . 
common law practice which generally prevails through- 
out the United States where the method prescribed for 
any reason fails, and which in its application in Utah 
has lately been sustained by the Supreme Court of the - 
United States, and the laws at last are being faithfully 
executed in the face of a determined opposition. 

The great burthen of the work for Jurors at present, 


? 
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and that for which their services in great part in ‘th 
future will be required, is the hearing of cases unde 
the laws of the United States. 

The bill has been conformed in part to the objec. 
tions presented by the Executive to the former bill oy 
this subject, in excepting trials for bigamy, polygamy 
and unlawful cohabitation. It fails, however, to except 
trials for perjury, attempts at bribery, assaults upon 
officers, and conspiracies against citizens, jurymen and 
officials, growing out of prosecutions of the offenses of 
bigamy, polygamy and unlawful cohabitation. 

This bill, if it be a rightful subject of legislation 
would inaugurate a system of legerdemain not easy to 
be understood in its application. Citizens would be 
summoned who are competent to serve in United States 
cases and Territorial cases, and others who would not 
be competent to serve in cases arising under laws of the 
United States, and who, under this law, might be com- 
petent to serve in Territorial cases. In practical 
operation, it would at times leave the courts with one 
set of jurymen from the “original box” under the law 
of Congress, another set from the open venire system, 
and still another set under this bill from the “supple- 
mental box.” Confusion would unavoidably follow, and 
largely increase the cost of the courts. [fail to compre- 
hend any reason why citizens, called to service under 
the laws of the United States, are not good. enough to 
try all cages.arising in a Territory which is a part of 
the United States. If for any reason persons are in- 
competent, as a rule, to try United States cases, cer- 
tainly they are, and of right ought to be, incompetent 
to try Territorial cases, many of which in this Territory 
are closely allied to cases growing out of offenses 
against the United States. 

This bill, if otherwise practical, would largely 
increase the already great cost of expenses in per diem 
and mileage for persons who will not be employed. A 
reasonable economy would be fatal to this measure, as 
no corresponding good for the protection of society in 
any of its parts can possibly follow. With the unalter- 
able conviction that he has no moral or legal right to 
join with the Legislature in any measure which fails to 
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supplement and aid in the execution of all laws against 
all classes of offenders, the Executive respectfully 
returns to your House, > which it originated, H. F. No. ` 
without his approval.

Siz:—I herewith return H. F. No. 16, without m

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Under the eee law, a convict entitled for good 
' conduct to a reduction of the period -of his sentence, is 
‘yeleased by the Warden, without a pardon. If the 
practice is the correct one under the present law, it will 
þe good under this bill, and therefore it is unnecessary 
to furnish the Governor with the certificate. 

A record of so important a matter as the diminu- 
tion of the sentence of a court should be kept. 

The certificate should be forwarded by the Warden 
for record in the office of the Secretary of the Territory, 
and no objections appearing to the Governor, the con- 
vict should be releasee. 

This bill, like the present statute, undertakes to 
curtail the power of the executive in prescribing that 
the certificate of the Warden “shall entitle the convict” 
to a pardon, and a restoration to citizenship, etc. Under 
the Organic Act, the power of pardon is vested in the 
executive, and therefore may not be abridged by Terri- 
torial statute. 

A credit for good conduct not less than the present 
law prescribes should be given.

| This bill proposes to deal with a class of offenses 
which should be provided for by genéral statute, ap- 
plicable to the entire community. It has been a crying 
evil in this Territory that the Legislature has forborne 
to exercise its lawful authority on needed subjects of 
legislation, and has undertaken, in many instances, to 
confer power on local municipal organizations to deal 
with the same subjects, oe 

Acts regulating the conduct of the sexes towards 
one another are of vital importance in every Territory, 
State and Nation. They are peculiar to no district, 
Territory or clime. They affect the welfare, the social 
appina a the reputation of every community in the 
civilized world. 

The character of any community for order, eleva- 
tion and decency, may be judged of by the laws that 
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exist in it for the suppression of vice, the protection of 
chastity, the preservation of the morals and purity of 
its social condition. Weighed in this standard, the 
social condition in Utah is not such as gives her a very 
elevated place. : E 

' This bill is one evidence that legislation is needed, 
put an authority to permit the city of Ogden to do what 
the Territory of Utah ought to do, even if it were ever 
so well confirmed, would be only an acknowledgment 
of the duty, without performing it. If such practices 
may be punished in the restricted limits of Ogden, they 
should equally be offensive on the Sand, Ridge adjoin- 
ing, and the thousands of square miles which constitute 
the Territory. Ifa law on a general subject is good, 
why not give the Territory the benefit of it? Ff bad, it 
should not affect even one little locality. This pro- 
posed bill does not go far enough in dealing with the 
offenses it proposes to allow the city of Ogden to punish. 
It leaves the crime incest, seduction, bastardy, adultery, 
enticing and alluring women to be victims of unlawful 
sexual intercourse, or to visit houses or rooms of prosti- 
tution, and other like offenses, untouched, without any 
prohibition, and touches those it creates in a crude and 
indefinite way. J am opposed to leaving to city incor- 
porations only the power to deal with offenses of this 
class. They are not petty, trifling offenses, but are 
vital crimes, affecting the very constitution of society. 
They should be dealt with in a way to strike at all 
evils of the kind, and enable the social state which is 
attacked by them to defend itself fully and thoroughly, 
not by ordinances enforced through petty municipal 
courts, but by the strong mailed hand of the courts of 
general jurisdiction. 

While lust can blight the whole Territory without 
finding any rebuke at the hands of the Legislature, the 
attempt to confer power on a municipal corporation to 
punish local transgression against morality, in the indef- 
inite, inadequate and inoperative way done in this bill, 
cannot have my sanction.

CoMMUNICATIONS FROM THE. GOVERNOR. 


The following veto message from His Excellency 
the Governor was read by Secretary Thomas: 


Salt Lake City, March 10, 1886. 
Hon. W. W. Riter, Speaker House of Representatives: 


Srr:—lf it were possible for me, with my sense of 
duty as an official, to sanction the bill H. F. No. 67, the 
general appropriation bill, I should gladly do so. I am 
not oblivious to the fact that withholding the disburse- 
ments of public moneys from objects of importance 
will work hardships and inconvenience, and on these 
accounts I had hoped that no circumstances should 
interpose to prevent my approval of appropriations 
from the treasury, as the proper administration of the 
laws and the interests of the public demand. 

Finding, however, that there are insuperable objec- 
tions to the bill becoming law, I feel compelled to state 
them in a form not to be misapprehended. 

This- bill contemplates the continuance in authority 
of the present usurping incumbents of the offices of 
Territorial, Auditor and Treasurer, and to permit the 
disbursements of the public moneys through these 
agencies. 

If the Legislative Assembly proposes to sanction 
the usurpations of these officers, which, by this bill, it 
will do, permit persons lawlessly occupying responsible 
positions—even more, the most responsible in the 
Territory to its people, without and in violation of law, 
to receive, control, keep and disburse the moneys col- 
lected by taxation from the people, then I wish to state, 
with emphasis, that it cannot have my sanction. 

Officers who have to do with the public funds, are, 
of all others, to be held up to strict account. Last of 
all others, there- should be no question as to their title, 
their authority or qualifications. 
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In the time contemplated by this bill there will 
ass through the control, discretion and custody of the 
Auditor and Treasurer of this Territory more than a 
quarter of a. million dollars. The incumbents, the in- 
fruders in these positions, who have held them by like 
tenure for years, have no more lawful rights therein than 
any other usurper can present to the place-he may have …7 
invaded. Their claim has in it not one element that 
touches the domain of the respectable except its 
audacity and its success. The bold trespasser who, 
finding your house without an occupant, enters it by 
force, aud asserts his possession of your hearthstone to 
be lawful, is in the same position as these so-called 
officers. Obtaining their positions in violation of the 
fundamental] law, they have successfully defied the law, 
the courts, the Congress of the United States, and all 
respectable, intelligent public opinion. If it were not 
for the éountenance and encouragement which this 
unlawful administration of the Territorial governmént 
secures by the support of the Legislative Assembly, and 
the refusal of one branch of that body to do its duty 
under the Organic Act, which requires it to act on 
nominations made by the Governor for appointments to 
Territorial offices, this discreditable condition of affairs 
would not exist. -Instead of officers connected with, 
receiving, keeping and dis ursing the public moneys, 
whose every act is tainted with illegality and usur- 
pation, we should have those delicate and responsible 
positions held by persons whose authority would be 
unquestioned, and who could be held to an accounta- 
bility for their acts, if improperly performed. 

The question involved is not one of ordinary exped- 
iency—it is fundamental, elementary and vital. The 
Territory of Utah, under influences which do not 
require to be named to be understood, has seen proper, 
so far as its Legislative power could be used to that 
end, to restrict the authority of the United States, and 
of the officers appointed by it, to as narrow a compass 
as possible, and to expand and build up the authoriiy 
and vigor of the local power. The facts senior 
this statement are so numerous, and the purpose an 
occasion for it has been so often proclaimed that it is 


39 
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not a subject of conjecture. In furtherance of this 
purpose the power confided by the Organic Act to the 
Governor ta nominate, and with the consent of the Lec. 
islative Council to appoint, all Territorial officers, hag 
been withdrawn from him so far as the enactment of a 
statute in form could do so, and conferred on those 
under local influences. To the extent to which such 
officers participate in the Territorial government, it is 
unlawful. Atone time it was more extensive ın its 
scope than now. It invaded the field of the judicial 
department with its Attorney-General and its Territorial 
Marshal, and only when these officials in name, not in 
law, were hurled from their places by successors, who 
came with a Presidential commission, was the Territory 
relieved of their pretensions. 

Now, notwithstanding the Supreme Court, the opin- 
ion of the Attorney-General of the United States, the 
highest law officer of the government, all reputable 
juridical opinion coinciding, that these officers are in 
position and have always been, in defiance of law, I am 
asked to either saction their usurpation or allow the 
government of the Territory to suffer for want of funds 
necessary to carry iton. Ido not hesitate as to my 
duty and fully accept the responsibility that duty im- 
poses upon me in the premises. : 

At the commencement of this session of the Legis- 
lative Assembly, I called the attention of the body to 
the condition of affairs, and with a view of removing 
what might be regarded as insuperable difficulty in the 
way of legislation affecting the custody, control and use 
of the public funds, I transmitted the names of persons 
whom I regarded as’ suitable for the positions to the 
Council for its advice. The perfect silence with which 
that communication was treated, and the purpose of this 
and other like bills, indicates that nothing is to be 
ela that will overcome the objection to such leyis- 
ation. : 

I find myself, therefore in the closing hours of your 
Legislative session, confronted with the old and well 
understood wrong, with no evidence of any purpose to 
relax the attempt at usurping authority not given, and 
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either force the Executive to submit to it, or throw upon 
him the consequences. E , 

At such a time, in such a crisis and in such a cause, 
Tact with no reluctance. One course is, that of acqui- 
escence in a known violation of law, and the surrender 
of rights belonging to my office and its perversion to 
the strengthening of an un-American and usurping 
authority at war with lawful rights. The other is, duty 
to my country, to its laws, to my conscience and the 
highest interests of Utah. The choice for me is not dif- 
ficult. I shall do nothing to aid in the former, and I 
shall do everything lawfully in my power in aid of the 
latter, even if the Legislative Assembly continues to be 
oblivious to the laws of the land, which fixes the duties 
of the Executive and Legislature, and under which both 
he and it exercise their functions. 

With a conservatism that has often done violence 
to my intelligence and my sense of what is patriotic, I 
have, for over six years past, labored faithfully to dis- 
charge the duty which my oath of office, twice taken, 
has imposed upon me as Governor of Utah. I have 
endeavored to abolish the doctine of hate, to foster a 
love of country, and of obedience to the laws, and to 
have the people of Utah, individually and by their Leg- 
islatures, place themselves in line with those who recog- 
nize the duties and value the privileges of American 
citizenship, and who admit their highest allegiance to be 
to the government of the United States. 

On no occasion, either in public or in private, as an 
officer or as a citizen, have I uttered an unkind word, or 
felt an unkind impulse towards the people of Utah, or 
any class of its people. On the contrary, they have 
always had, and they now have, my truest sympathy 
and my best energies and hopes for their welfare and 
prosperity. I am ready to do anything consistent with 
the Constitution and laws of my country to aid them 
and set them forward, on the highroad of happiness, 
prosperity and content. 

There have been four different administrations in 
charge of national affairs since my duties as Governor 
of Utah began. By each of these I have been advised 
of their desire to have Utah conform itself to the insti- 
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tutions of the country and laws of the land. I have be 
an official and in my personal intercourse with each 
become cognizant of the anxious desire of all of then 
that the people who dominate in numbers in Utah 
should align themselves with that prevailing publi 
sentiment in this country, which would make then 
cease to be the subject of special attention on the part 
of the-general government. I think my opportunities 
enable me to speak, not only for the national sentiment 
but to know and speak of the hopes and aspirations of 
not a.few of every class and sect in Utah. 

l am sure there is no desire to needlessly interfere 
in the local affairs of Utah, and no wish to do more than 
to, vindicate the law of the land, and have its authority 
recognized in the same way and to the same extent ag 
in other Territories of the nation. Ihave in all my 
intercourse with this and prior Legislative Assemblies, 
striven to impress upon them this wish and this purpose, 
I regret to say that [have been met in this, and in other 
measures affecting these questions, by the positive oppo- 
sition of those who claim to be leaders of the majority 
af the people of Utah., They proclaim that their oppo- 
sition is primarily to the laws that I am sworn to uphold, 
and, so far as I can, see faithfully executed. Because of 
this, all the virus of the local press and pulpit, controlled 
by them, has been poured out upon me, as if I were the 
offender instead of the law, which it is our common duty 
to obey. Legislatures in the past have been unmindful 
of my appeals, but now, I most respectfully invite your 
body to say-«whether it would not have been wiser and 
better for Utah and the Mormon people, who compose 
so largely a majority of its population, if some of my 
appeals had been heard. 

When we look about us and see homes and families 
deserted by men fleeing from laws which they had so 
long defied, with confidence that danger was far distant; 
when day by day is multiplying evidence that a patient 
country has been waiting to see if Utah would not 
herself right what the public conscience believed to be 
wrong, but is at last marching with steady and unflinch- 
ing purpose to the end; when we see these things, is it 
not time for this Legislature, and the authorities in 
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Utah to-pause, and address themselves to the refor- 
mation of affairs that will not, and cannot, always 
endure as they now are? If you shall neglect to make 
proper provision for the public interests, for the en- 
forcement of the laws, and for good government, then 
those interested in the preservation of good order will 
of necessity be compelled to ask the general govern- 
ment to take up such items in the present bill as are 
necessary and right and make the appropriations which 
we ought to make. That Congress may appropriate the 
moneys collected here, and disburse them through 
= agencies chosen by itself, there is no question. But 
should we permit this to be done, when avoiding it is 
easy, and plain, and our duty? There is already too 
much inviting the attention of Congress to our local 
affairs. Let us not add to the necessity by refusing a 
plain and obvious duty. The fact appears that the 
difference between us is inseparably connected with 
this bill, and more, not less, than I have discussed is 
involved. 

_ The fact that there is a determination to continue 
to use the power of the Territorial government to 
uphold the leaders of an organization in efforts to defy 
the laws of Congress against polygamy, and to main- 
tain their pretensions to dictate in the civil affairs of 
the Territory, must evoke discussion and difference on 
this or any like measure between the Legislature and 
the Governor. 

It is this that keeps us from coming together like 
zealous public servants should do, and all striving to do 
our best for the common good. So long as public meas- 
ures, whether they be jury bills, transfer of proper leg- 
islative authority to municipal councils, or this bill, are 
to be made subservient to the effect they may have upon 
the claims of any organization over its adherents, and 


80 will this contest continue. Iam free to say 
that the people’ of the United States, believing polyg- 
amy to be the great evil affecting Utah, have been slow 


to interfere in matters affecting our local style of civil 


government. So fearful of doing what might be wrong 
they have been slow to do what is imperatively right. 


to Grp ctense of the practice and doctrine of polygamy, | 
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To that extent the people of the nation are responsibly 
morally for the establishment and continuance through 
many years of a local government which is not only not 
in harmony with the Laws of the United States, but re. 
presents a system which is in antagonism to any goy. 
ernment which it does not control. It is this idea of 
povernuens this defiance of lawful government, which 

am asked to acquiesce in and lend poweriand aid to, by 
appropriating money to maintain its purposes, and sup. 
port its instruments, in signing this bill. Iam asked to 
become a party to it, and to join in the exercise of for. 
bidden and unlawful authority. I am.asked, by it, to 
assist the local power in this Territory in trampling 
under its feet the laws of the United States, to spum 
the decisions of the United States Supreme Court, dis- 
regard the opinions of the Attorney-General of the 
United States, and my own. 

I am asked to give the revenues of this entire Tenri- 
tory, collected from all classes of people, into the hands 
of those who have been held in place in direct opposi- 
tion to a plain law of Congress, under an illegal statute 
of the Territory, and a void election held years ago, and 
whose sureties in event of malfeasance or defalcation 
in office, could escape all pecuniary responsibility for 
the loss. The public funds of this Territory have long 
enough been kept in the office of the President of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. The con- 
junction of public moneys, and the ecclessiastical au 
thority over its guardian, is a bad if not unsafe practice 
They should be divorced and honestly kept apart. 

An additional objection to this bill, related closely 
to the ones already stated, exists in the fact that nearly 
one-half the appropriations provided for, after passing 
through the hands of the persons assuming to be Audi 
tor and Treasurer, are finally disbursed by board: 
chosen in a manner eqully with those persons in viola 
tion of the laws of Congress. 

There are also specific items in the bill, the expedi 
ency of which is open to the gravest question, but. 
omit to discuss them because of the more vital objec 
tions which I have felt constrained to present in th 
haste required by your early adjournment. 
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In conclusion I have only to say that I will not con- 
gent to the appropriation of one dollar of the public 
funds, collected, kept or disbursed by the well-deter- 
mined unlawful agencies existing in this Territory. We 
should understand each other respectfully and fully. 
This Territory has been permitted to defy the laws and 
the courts long enough. It must either cease to do so, 
or with my consent it shail not longer cover its disregard 
of the laws of my country under the forms of Territorial 

tatutes. , 
: I have not the moral or legal right to sign the bill, 
and herewith respectfully return the same without ap- 
proval.

Wuersas, His Excellency, Governor Eli H. Murray, 
vetoed the bill passed by this Assembly providing for 
the compilation of the laws of Utah Territory, and

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in his veto message made use of the following language, 
to-wit: “But there are other and far more potential 
reasons why this resolution or any other of like charac- 
ter should not become law, viz: First, the handling of 
so large a sum of money should be done by legal officers 
ander valid bonds. This is not possible until the ap- 

“pointment and confirmation of an Auditor and Trea- 
gurer in conformity with the laws of Congres. . The 
present de facto Auditor and Treasurer are holding over 
long after the expiration of the terms prescribed by an 
illegal statute and by on election void in itself, and the 
ponds under which they serve, if ever they were legal, 
are so no longer. Second, a number of statutes enacted 
by Legislatures of the past stand among the laws of the 
Utah to-day which are in direct conflict with the laws 
of Congress, which are supreme. These laws when ana- 
lyzed in their very bones and in the lineaments of their 
every feature are shown to be acts of nullification of the 
laws of the land, which you and I have sworn to main- 


ain. 

“Under these laws the Executive authority of the 
Territory, and the authority of the Government of the 
United States have for years been persistently ignored, 
and set at defiance. This resolution proposes to re- 
publish these laws in a compilation which will further 
mislead the people of this Territory, and I am asked to 
approve them and sign a draft for $10,000 of public 
funds drawn from the pockets of all classes of people to 
further perpetuate this travesty on government in the 
Territory, and this grievous wrong upon the laws of 
Congress!” And 
HEREAS, Section 4, of the Organic Act establish- 
ing a Territorial goverhment for Utah, provides that 
“the legislative power and authority of said Territory 
shall be vested in the Governor and a Lesgislative As- 
sembly.” And 

Wuereas, Section 2 of said act provides that “the 
Governor ; $ shall approve all laws 
passed by the Legislative Assembly before they shall 
- take effect,” thus conferring upon him the absolute veto, 
and making his will or silence, as the case may be, to 
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outweight the unanimous vote of both houses of th 
Legislative Assembly. And 

Wuereas, Section-6 of said act provides that “all 
the laws passed by the Legislative Assembly and Gov- 
ernor shall be submitted to the Congress of the United 
ae and if disproved shall be null and of no effect,”

Wuereas, All the laws now in force in this Teni 
tory have have been so passed by the said Legislative 
Assembly, been so approved by the Governor, and have 
been so forwarded to Congress and have not been dis 
approved. And 

Wuersas, Under our political system the right to 
pass upon the constitutionality of any law of this 
Territory is vested in the Judicial and not in the Exec 
utive authority ; and es 

Wuersas, The officers to whom His Excellencg 
refers in his said veto message as “holding over unlav- 
fully and long after the expiration of their terms under | 
an illegal statute, and by an election void in itself’ 
were duly elected and qualified, and duly commissioned. 
by His Excellency Governor Eli H. Murray, in accord- 
ance with the law passed as prescribed in the Organic 
Act, by a Legislature selected as therein provided for, 
and said law was duly approved by the Governor, and 
was not disapproved by Congress, and has not been 
declared invalid. by a competent court; said law was 
not, therefore, void, said election was not illegal, nor 
did nor do said officers unlawfully hold over. There- 
fore be it 

Resolved, By the Council and House of Representa 
tives of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Utah, that the refusal of His Excellency to sign bills 
because of his opinion concerning the official status of 
the Auditor and Treasurer is only `a pretext instead of 
a reason ; that he has made of the absolute veto power 
vested in him an engine of oppression, partisanship and 
malice; that in giving official utterance to the senti- 
ment that the regularly enacted and approved laws of 
Utah are acts of nullification, Eli H. Murray openly and 
wilfully insults the patriotism of the various Legis 
ative Assemblies of, this Territory by whom these laws 
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were passed; that he openly and defiantly and for rev- 
olutionary purposes insults the patriotism of the good 
people of this Territory by whom said Legislative 
Assemblies were elected and whose representatives we 
are; and, lastly, that he wilfully and deliberately insults 
the intelligence, patriotism and devotion to duty of his 
predecessors in office, who, while possessing the absolute 
veto, and being equal in authority to him, the said Eli 
H. Murray, and equally responsible with the Legislative 
Assembly, have given their official and final approval to 
said laws. And be it 

Further Resolved, That the said statements of the 
said Governor of Utah Territory, “when analyzed in 
their very bones, and in the lineaments of their every 
feature,” are found to be wilfull, studied and deliberate 
misrepresentations, fabricated for the purpose of arous- 
ing Congress and the people of the United States toa 
bitter and unrelenting hostility to the people of this 
Territory, and of promoting thereby such hostile legis- 
lation as would ultimately destroy every vestige of 
liberty and republican government in the Territory of 
Utah ; that the unhallowed purpose which he seeks by 
such statements as these to promote, his public utter- 
ances and career in this Territory have clearly demon- 
strated to be his chief aim and desire ever since his ap- 
pointment to the executive chair, and that his present 
attitude in witholding his signature to needed laws, and 
thereby obstructing the demands of legislation, with 
nothing but railing accusations instead of sound reasons 
for his executive disapproval, places him in the position 
of an obstructionist, a nullifier, and an arrogant and 
defiant opponent of the legal and constitutional de- 
mands of a liberty-loving, loyal and much-abused 
people, whose best interests it should be his highest aim 
to promote, and whose constitutional rights he has 
sworn to maintain.

ray, upon the measures known as the bail bills beg 
leave to report as follows : 

We do not recommend any apology for such an 
unusual proceeding. The startling and autocratic con- 
duct of the Governor in annihilating the long and 
conscientious labors performed by the chosen repre- 
sentatives of an entire commonwealth, justifies and 
demand from us a reply.

‘After conviction of an offense not punishable by death, 
a defendant who has appealed, may be admitted to bail; 
first, as a matter of right, when the appeal is from a 
judgment imposing a fine only; second, as a matter of 
discretion in all other cases.’ ‘The bill now in my hands 
(H. F. No. 8) for approval, provides as follows: ‘That 
Section 388 of an Act regulating the mode of procedure 
in criminal cases, approved February 22, 1878, be re- 
pealed, and the following be substituted in lieu thereof: 
‘Section 889.—A fter conviction of an offense not punish- 
able by death, a defendant shall, upon application 
therefor, be admitted to bail as a matter of right? With 
few exceptions, the rule for the admission of ‘defendant 
to bail after conviction,’ leaves the question to the dis- 
cretion of the court, but should be allowed upon a 
proper showing of the court, when it may be done. It 
would be detrimental to the administration of public 
justice, and should be given as a matter of right by an 
arbitrary statute in cases only in which the peace and 
welfare of society may not be endangered. Under the 
bill before me, a defendant convicted of murder in the 
second degree, or guilty of rape and other infamous 
crimes, may prosecute an appeal, and on application 
therefor, be admitted to bail as a matter of right, and 
by operation of law, at once be turned loose upon the 
society it has wronged. Under the practice governing 
appeals, the courts will be left powerless to control or 
correct this outrage upon the public. The present law 
has been fully sustained, and the rights of a defendant, 
under its provisions, determined by the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the late case of the United 
States vs. Rudger Clawson. The courts have wisely 
exercised the discretion imposed upon them in grantin 
and denying bail, as the merits of the case erele] 
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and the practice has uniformly proved beneficial in 
executing the law. In my opinion, by depriving the 
courts of this discretion in this very important feature 
in criminal procedure, and which the bill before me 
does, we place in the hands of those who seek to defeat 
the execution of the laws, the power of trifling with 
justice, and to delay and defeat the punishment pre. 
scribed by law ea thusé who stand convicted of 
public offenses. For these and other reasons which 
present themselves, I return the bill to the House to 
which it originated, without my approval.: 
“Very respectfully, 
“Kur H. Murray, 
“ Governor,” 


Avoiding the only specific or well-founded objection 
raised by His Excellency to the former bill, a second 
bail bill was passed as follows: 

“After conviction of an offense a defendant who 
has appealed shall, upon application therefor, be admit- 
ted to bail pending said appeal as a “matter of right 
where the offense charged is not murder, rape or other 
infamous crime punishable with more than five years in 
the penitentiary, and in these cases he may be admitted 
to bail as a matter of discretion when the offense 
charged is not punishable with death.” 

To this measure the Govenor again responded with 
a veto in the following words :

To Hon. W. W. Biter, Speaker House: 


“Srr.—The present law governing bail was taken 
from the California Code, from which much of our law 
is copied. The practice which the bill before me pro- 
poses to change continues in California, in New York, 
and as a rule throughout the United States. i 

“The practical results, should this bill become a law 
at this time, will be to supplement and aid the pur- 
poses of those who for years have been and are now 


~ 
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combined to defeat the execution of laws of the United 
States. 

“The defense fund, to which I have heretofore 
asked your attention, has been applied for this purpose, 
not only in Utah, but in our neighboring Territories of 
Idaho and Arizona in the vain hope of successfully 
defending the system of polygamy. 

“The fact that the dockets and the time of the 
courts are taken up in cases growing out of polygamy, 
and that every technicality-known to the law has been 
resorted to in order to delay and defeat the execution 
of laws denouncing the system, imperatively demands 
of the Executive to retain every statute which is just ~ 
and applicable that guards the administration of justice. 

“The section sought to be changed is applicable 
and just, because it has been saad by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and materially aids in the 
punishment of public offenders, and is a time-honored 
practice under the common law. Under the bill pro- 
posed, the rich man, or the man shielded by powerful 
confederates, after conviction will go at large, and the 
poor man and stranger will go to jail- 

“As I am in sympathy with the Government in the 
endeavor, and am charged to see that ‘the laws are 
faithfully executed,’ I must again withold my approval 
from this H. F. No. 80, or any like measure under and 
through which both National and Territorial laws will 
be delayed or defeated in their execution.” 

“T have the honor to be very respectfully, 
“Err H. Murray, 
Governor.” ` 

Thus in the exercise of his absolute and unrelent- 
ing sway, the Governor has made it impossible for this 
Legislature to provide proper and needed protection for 
personal liberty. - 

In the two veto messages upon this subject, objec- 
tions are multiplied without number. Many of the 
claims advanced, upon their face are shown to lack 
material essence. They are too trivial for consider- 
ition. The only possible objection of real weight was 
announced in the first message, and was obviated in the 
second bill. The Governor’s assertion that the United 
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States Supreme Court had fully sustained the presen 
law and completely determined the rights of defend. 
ants thereunder, has no relevancy. The Supreme Còu, 
did not say that simply because the lower courts had 
exercised the discretion granted them by law that there. 
fore the Legislature had lost its discretionary power to 
amend or enlarge the statute. That august tribuna] 
left to us, as the chosen Legislators for a free people 
the right, which His Excellency has persistently with. 
held from us, to use our discretion in providing change 
in existing satutes for the benefit of this Territory, 
The Governor’s messages indicates the theory that in 
matters relating to the rights of person, the judges 
alone have the authority to use discretion. He seeks to 
make a ‘point against this measure, because ‘it would 
permit the rich man or the person possessing many 
friends to go about his business under bonds, while the 
destitute and friendless would be cast:into jail. Is not 
this the case universally where bail is permitted? If 
this be a valid objection to the proposed bill, then all 
bail laws should be repealed, and every man—rich or 
poor, high or low, innocent or guilty—when accused of 
crime should be at once immured within a dungeon. 
Because, forsooth, His Excellency would have equal 
justice or injustice for all. His other objections are 
similarly without real significance in a politic or legal 
sense. His actual reason, the inspiring motive of his 
vetoes, is unmasked in his second message. Having 
exhausted all imaginable fictitious claims, he is at 
length forced to give the true one, which is practically 
a Sweeping admission that such a law would result in 
extending the right of bail to alleged offenders against 
United States laws in this Territory. His Excellency’s 
objections, so far as they are tangible, have now been 
stated. 

The people of Utah Territory—speaking through 
the unanimous voice of their chosen Legislators—de- 
clared that an enlargement or change of the law 
regulating bail was necessary. It is true that the 
practice was here as in some—not all—other portions 
of this country, to leave to the discretion of the Courts 
the power to grant or withhold bail pending appeal in 
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certain cases. For many years this power was wielded 
here as in other places where it is held by the Courts, 
in moderation, mercy and impartiality. No one class of 
offenders was singled out for special favors—no one class 
was selected for particular vindictiveness. But later, 
with growing and cruel adverse sentiment to the people 
of Utah, with an imported judiciary, boastfully hostile 
to their property and personal rights ; with an almost 
entire body of officials, backed by press and pulpit 
upholding any scheme directed against them—this dis 
eretionary power in the hands of the judges was made 
an engine of injustice, oppression and inhumanity. 
Under these circumstances, the Legislature acting in 
consonance with public weal, passed the bail bills. But 
we could not overcome the autocratic whim or prejudice 
of the one man whose awful nod is made superior to 
the expressed will of 200,000 people. 

Of the legal right of the Legislature—under well- 


founded principles—to make such a law there can. be ` 


no question. There is no reason to doubt that, if such 
a manifestly good and impartial measure had passed to 
Congress, that great body would at once have given the 
necessary approval. The entire tenor of our laws from 
the Constitution down is*to provide as much personal 
liberty for the citizen as possible ; and bail is allowed 


to people involved in criminal proceedings in order that _ 


no man possessing the power of securing his appear- 
ance for final judgment, need suffer an hour’s imprison- 


ment until his case has been conclusively and irrevocably - 


decided by the Court to which it is last to be appealed. 
The discretionary power to the Court to allow bail 
pending appeal is nowhere granted for the purpose of 
giving Judges the right to assail special individuals. 
And when this discretion is exercised venomously and 
not alone for the purpose of securing the appearance of 
defendants, it should be withdrawn ; and in any other 
portion of the country than Utah it would be abrogated 
by Legislative enactment. 

It has been announced by Blackstone, Bishop, and 
other famed apostles of the law, that bail is one of the 
creatures of civilized governments, and is in fact a 
crystalization of the purest and most humane interests 
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of man in his best estate—such a creation as grows out 
of that feeling to be charitable, and that desire to be just 
which only Christian nations and progressive races ca 
extend to their fellow man. Article VIII. of the amen. 
ments to the Constitution of the United States, gay, 
“excessive bail shall not be required,” and if excegsiy, 
bail is unconstitutional under this amendment, what 
shall be said of the law that permits the denial of bai] 
altogether, and that too, in a misdemeanor, the smalles 
offerise known to the law. The practice in every State 
and Territory of the Union, we believe, whatever may 
be the statutory law on the subject, allows bail pendin 
both trial and appeal. Upon this subject Bishop 


ys: 

_ “It is, perhaps, therefore, to be accepted as the 
common law doctrine, that if the case has gone to final 
sentence, and the prisoner is taken in execution, he 
cannot have bail while he is pursuing measures to have 
the judgment reversed. But this doctrine has been 
changed, and bail in proper cases allowed, in England, 
by recent statute; andthe same is probably true in 
many, or most of our States.” 

Bassett, in his criminal pleadings says, that even 
after conviction in a case not capital a prisoner may, 
under the rule and practice of the common law, be 
discharged on bail to appear and abide the sentence of 
the Court. 

Davis vs. State, 6 Howard (Miss.), 399; and 

Ex-Parte Dyson, 25 Miss., 356. 

The Common Code of Iowa, page 642, sec. 4107. 
says: “All defendants are bailable both before and 
after conviction by sufficient sureties, except for offen- 
ses heretofore punishable with death.” 

The Constitution of the State of Texas provides 
that all persons shall be admitted to bail on sufficient 
sureties. 

If, therefore, the practice in other States and Ter- 
ritories of the Union allows bail pending appeal, why 
should it not be allowed in Utah? Is a mian to be 
treated as a criminal in Utah simply because he is ac- 
cused of a crime ? - Was the Legislature to sit silently 
and see revived the dark and horrible rule of the Doges 
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of Venice, when an anonymous charge thrust into the 
prazen lion’s mouth by some personal enemy meant a 
man’s conviction and death ? It would seem so, for the 
yeason that the one man—in the autocratic exercise of 
a power which he has shown himself totally unfit to 
wield—has so decreed it. Bail will do for other places, 
but not for Utah, and this doctrine is forced upon us in 
defiance of law and precedent. 

Not only is the right to bail permitted by law and 
precedent elsewhere, but also its kindred right, that of 
appeal, the inherent and constitutional right of every 
citizen, is strongly guarded by the laws of every State 
and Territory of the Union. In fact the whole spirit 
and genius of our laws from the Constitution down pro- 
vides for the perpetuity and preservation of this right. 
But of what value is the right of appeal if bail pending 
the decision of the higher tribunal is denied, and the 
accused is being punished the same as if he were. con- 
victed? If the crime with which he is charged is a mis- 
demeanor, he may be imprisoned pending appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the Territory for a longer term than 
the longest sentence that could be imposed were he 
found guilty. And if the charge is such that he would 
be entitled to an appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, if bail were denied him pending the same, 
he might be imprisoned twice or thrice as long as the 
longest sentence that he could receive. Were he ulti- 
mately acquitted he would have suffered like a common 
criminal during all the time that he was prosecuting his 
appeal, and yet be all the time innocent. Were he guilty 
he would suffer a double penalty, one while prosecuting 
his ‘appeal and one after final judgment. So that a 
denial of bail pending appeal is eqally unjust whether 
the prisoner be guilty or innocent. Whether guilty or 
innocent, alike he has no redress. If innocent he must 
suffer like a criminal because he is accused, and if guilty 
a double penalty because he appeals. Thus the right of 
appeal, designed to be a safeguard of liberty and a bar 
to injustice, with the right of bail denied becomesa delu- 
sion and a snare, by which a double punishment is 


inflicted upon the guilty, and an equally harsh and cruel ` 


punishment inflicted upon the innocent. In order, there- 


we 
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fore, that the right of appeal may be of any practical 
benefit to the accused, bail pending the same must hp 
granted; and justice, humanity and law alike deman 
that it should be granted in every case where there js a 
reasonable certainty that bail will produce the defend. 
ant in court when wanted. Even in civil cases, the 
judgment debtor may stay execution when he appeals 
by giving a bond that he will abide the decree of the 
higher tribunal; and shall we continue a system which 
places a man’s property rights above personal liberty? 
In view of all of which we have here set down, and 
of the greater measure of truth which exists in the 
same direction, we respectfully claim, that the bail 
bills vetoed by His Excellency, Governor Eli H. Murray, 
were strictly within our sphere of legislative authonty, 
We claim that the vetoes of said bills were not given 
to advance the;cause of justice, to benefit the common. 
wealth and aid in the execution of the laws, but rather 
to gratify private resentment, to permit bigoted courts 
to heap further indignity and wrong upon a special and 
proscribed class, and, to add another injury to the many 

now suffered by this devoted Territory.

Sir:—I herewith return H. F. No. 49, without my 
_ approval. 

This bill is a substantial re-enactment of the system 
of registering voters and conducting elections, which 
prevailed in this Territory prior to the act of Congress 
of March 22, 1882, with the-change in the qualifications 
of voters made necessary by that act. That system was 
regarded by many as unfair and unsatisfactory. 

Under it, for years, the non-Mormon voters prac- 
tically declined participation in elections, and charges 
of favoritism and injustice in its administration were 
made with, at least, color of plausibility. It was largely 
because Congress was impressed with this belief, that it 
placed at that time the appointment of election and 
registration officers under the control of a board which 
derived its authority from a source which was not 
dominated by the people of Utah. Iam unwilling to 
return to this discarded and condemned system. . 

The act before me, if approved, will place the regis- 
tration of voters, and the conduct of elections, in the 
hands of men who are hostile to the law of Congress, 
and are opposed to the enforcement of national laws, 
if inconsistent with their opinions. 

To place the registering and the conduct of elec- 
tions, and the canvassing of votes in the hands of those 
from whom it was taken, would be going to the old 
abuses. 

This bill is subject to many of the objections which 
were pointed out in a message transmitted to the last 
Legislative Assembly by me, declining to approve a bill 
similar in its essential features to this one. I do not 
deem it necessary to repeat these objections. My 
opinions have undergone no change on the subject. 

Sections 4 to 9 of the bill are in relation to a 
subject so distinct from the general purpose of the bill, 
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and already réasonably provided for, that their insertion 
in this bill appears to be both unnecessary and con- 
fusing. The subject of vacancies and terms of office are 


out of place in such connection, and aside from the ` 


objections which I entertain to these sections, ought to 
pe omitted from this measure. a 
This bill, in its essential features, is one that I 
cannot approve. -

ing university lands and making appropriations for that 
purpose, herewith respectfully report the same back as 
unfinished business. Up to date sufficient information 
has not been furnished the committee as to the neces- 
sity for any such appropriation. The report of the Com- 
missioners, which accompanies the bill, should, the 
Committee think, be spread upon the minutes of the 
House.

To the Honorable Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Utah: 


We, the undersigned Commissioners to Locate Uni- 
versity Lands, respectfully submit our report, according 
to law, as follows, to-wit: We were duly elected to fill 
the said position as a board on the 3d day of August 
last, and as soon as we received our certificates of elec- 
tion from the Hon. Secretary Thomas, proceeded to take 
the reqired oath, and duly filed the same with the Hon. 
Territorial Auditor of Public Accounts. On the certif- 
cate of that officer, commissions were promptly issued 
to us, by His Excellency Governor Murray, for the term 
prescribed by law. ' 

We then called upon the remaining member of the 
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former board, Hon. L. S. Hills, the other two members 
being deceased, and obtained from him the lists and 
apers connected with the office, and that gentleman 
also furnished us with such data and information as 
were in his possession, to aid us in the future discharge 
of our duties. On examination of the lists and papers 
transferred to us, we find that the full quantity of land 
appropriated by Congress for the benefit of a university 
in this Territory, appears to have been located in differ- 
ent parts of the Territory ; but there are no maps giv- 
ing any accurate information or showing as to the quan- 
tity and character of the lands selected, or the topogra- 
phy of the same. We also find that some applications 
-have been presented by alleged prior claimants, for 
the relinquishment of certain tracts selected as univer- ` 
sity lands; and we are informed that m+some instances, 
on proper showing, such relinquishments have been 
made. We also learn that other applications are still 
pending, and in one instance, a petition to the Interior 
Department has been made to set aside a location on the 
ground of a prior settlement in the existence of a grave- 
yard upon said selected land. These demands will have 
to be met by proper means, and by the present Board. 

As we find that for some time no funds have -been 
appropriated with which to meet any of the expenses 
of the office we can readily account for the absence of 
anything like cous data, upon which to base a pro- 
per and full report at present; but we doubt not that 
your honorable body will see the necessity of making a 
suitable appropriation for the use of the Commissioners 
during the coming two years. 

In order that the necessary work may be done sat- 
isfactorily, visits will have to be made to the various 
counties where the lands are situated ; the character of 
the lands and the improvements thereon be properly 
noted ; and maps will have to be obtained showing the - 
topography of the tracts, the availability of water 
privileges, the contiguity of canals, and also of all 
natural sources of water supply ; as well as the relative 
positions of mountainous and mining regions, settle- 
ments and railroads. All this, and perhaps other things

account of situation or otherwise. 

At present we are in comparative ignorance of the 
work of our predecessors ; and we deem it highly nec- 
essary to ascertain the character and condition of the 
lands selected before making any recommendations to 
your honorable body regarding their disposition to set- 
tlers or to the public. The Board has no office in which 


to meet or do business, and no funds whatever to mee} . 


current expenses, whether for defending the interests of 
the Territory against unlawful contestants, or for other 
proper purposes. We therefore ask that an appropri- 
ation be made of $8,000 as a contingent fund to meet 
the expenses of office room and stationery, traveling 


and other necessary expenses, including defense against | 
illegal claims, also maps and field notes of lands sur- 


veyed, and for compensation of Commissioners for the 
next two years. And as the cost of maps and some 
other expensive work will have to be met during the 
present year, that the sum of $5,000 of said appropri- 
ation be placed at our disposal during the year 1886, 
and the remainder in the year 1887. 

And we feel confident that the inhabitants of the 
Territory will deem this a wise and proper expenditure, 
and it is certainly one that every well wisher of edw 
cation will endorse. |

Again and again during this session of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly have we been met by the servile vapor- 
ings of an unscrupulous demagogue, whose official con- 
. duct exemplifies beyond power of refutation, that he is 
' an enemy—bitter and vindictive—to the people of this 
Territory, and a determined obstructionist of needful 
legislation, and of peace and prosperity. 

He has attempted to intimidate the Legislature by

To all it must be obvious that the Appropriation 
Bill is the most important measure of the session, for 
upon it depends the perpetuity of the Territorial insti- 
eons and the maintenance of the Territorial govern- 
ment. : . 

Yet, in view, not only of its importance, but its 
necessity, an autocratic governor, laboring to secure the 
interposition of Congress, by which the local govern- 
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ment of this Territory would he wrested from, the 
hands of the majority. wilfully and with brazen 
effrontery vetoes it. 

Ab examination of the aforesaid hill reveals that 
nearly one-third of the amounts therein appropriated 
are for the courts of the Territory: a large per cent, for 
the support of the Imane Asylum, and the eannpletion 
of the Territorial Upiversity. and every item needfy

“usurpers.” Duly elected by the people, under statutes 
roperly passed by thé Legislature and approved by 
paneer and not invalidated by the Courts, they have 
for years faithfully.and honestly performed the func- 
tions of their positions. Far back, a generation ago, 
soon after the organization of the Territory, a law was 
passed making these officers elective by the joint vote 
of the Legislative Assembly. Under this law, which 
has never been contested, the offices of Auditor and 
Treasurer were filled for twenty-six years. 

Then in order to more fully extend the principles 
of true republicanism, they were made elective by the 
people. This law was duly passed, and by the Governor 
of the Territory signed. ; 

At an election under this statute, which was re- 
garded by all as valid and constitutional, the present 
Auditor and Treasurer were chosen to fill these respon- 
sible positions. After qualifying as prescribed by law, 
they were O R by the present Governor, Eli 
H. Murray. as Auditor and Treasurer respectively, in 
and for Utah Territory. This is the history of the- 
“usurpation,” and the manner of entrance by these 
“usurpers™ into these offices. Ifthe law was invalid 
under which they were elected, why has not Congress 
disapproved of it? Why have not the courts of the 
Territory so declared it? Aud why did Eh H. Murray 
commission “ usurpers”” who were elected under it? 

But admitting the law to be void, can the Legisla- 
ture ignore it so long as it remains upon the statute 
books, or the courts of the Territory have not declared 
against its constitutionality? Laws tending to the in- 
creased liberty of the people cannot be revoked and 
abrogated ‘at the ipse divit of any person, even if he is 
greater than His Excellency, Governor Eli H. Murray. 
It is time enough to expunge from the country’s laws, 
measures such as these, when courts or Congress pro- 
nounce against their validity. Because one branch of 
the Legislative Assembly refuses to override plain, un- 
equivocal, and thus far undisputed laws, fashion them- 
selves into iconoclasts, and batter down the precedents 
and practices of more than a generation, and confirm 
persons appointed to these positions by the Governor, 
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he, to effectively demonstrate his “patriotic” devotion 
to the country’s good, refuses his assent to this Dill g 
imperative to the Territory’s progress. 

He again urges that the sureties of these presen 
incumbents, “in event of malfeasance or defalcation jy 
office, could escape all pecuniary responsibility for the 
loss,” because “they are serving under an illegal statute 
and a void election.” 

To bolster up his fallacious position, he resorts to 
insinuations and basest subterfuges, and attempts a 
reflection upon the honesty of the officers, and t 
impugn the honor of the sureties. . 

The position assumed upon this question by His 
Excellency is false, and not a lawyer in the Territory 
will admit that the acts of these officers are invalid, and 
for the reason assigned by the Governor, that the sure. 
ties are exempt from liability in the event of malfeas. 
ance of the principals. 

“An additional objection” to this bill shot from 
the feeble bow of this would-be Hercules, “exists in the 
fact that nearly one-half of the appropriations, after 
passing through the hands of the persons assuming to 
be Auditor and Treasurer, are finally disbursed by 
boards chosen in a manner equally with these persons, 
in violation of the laws of Congress.” This has refer- 
ence to such appropriations as are made to support 
Territorial institutions, and the objections are founded 
upon a professed belief entertained by His Excellency 
that Section 7 of the Organic Act of the Territory con- 
fers upon the Executive the power and authority to 
appoint, by and with the consent of the Council, all the 
officers, boards, etc., appertaining to these and similar 
institutions. But in this as well as many positions as 
ae by him, the Governor stands almost singly and 
alone. 

Those persons who have analyzed this question do 
not hesitate to pronounce his position untenable. No 
doubt can be entertained but that Congress placed 
within the hands of the Governor of the Territory, 
limited appointive power, and authority to fill such 
offices as could reasonably be contemplated as essential 
to the ordinary course of government; and not to local 
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boards, officers of Territorial institutions, ete., created 
by local statute. — at . i 

The doctrine involving the power of the Governor 
to appoint Territorial officers, is exhaustively discussed 
in the case of the United States vs. Hatch (1st Wis. 
Reports). This case arose when Wisconsin was oper- 
ating under an Organic Act similar to that of this 
Territory, in consequence of a controversy hetween the 
Legislature and the Governor over the Section 7 of 
their Organic Act, which is exactly the same as Section 
7 of our Organic Act, with one exception, wherein the 
word “civil” is used in lieu of the word “Territorial.” 

The Court'decided against the right of the Governor 
to appoint these local boards, and cited cases where the 
same principles had been raised with like results, in 
Pennsylvania. 

The Legislature being assured of its rights under 
the Organic Act to provide for the officers of the insti- 
tutions created by them, have made provisions for their 
selection, and have placed the disposition of the funds 
(with proper restrictions) necessary to the existence of 
the institutions, within their hands. To this His Ex- 
cellency objects; this is one of these ‘insuperable objec 
tions to this bill becoming law.” 

Notwithstanding the fact that these local boards 
have been elected by the Legislature in time past, Eli 
H. Murray now interposes his arm and prevents the 
support of these institutions and the founding of 
others recommended by him (as the reform school) as 
being necessary to the Territory. 

Having exhausted every semblance of argument to 
justify his infamous act in vetoing H. F. No. 67, he re- 
turns to the onslaught with further lies and insinu- 
ations. He intimates that the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints controls the Territorial funds, that 
they go to build up the “ Mormon” Church, ete. 

No charge has ever been preferred against the 
Treasurer for official misconduct, but now he is ar- 
raigned in a base, cowardly manner, for being “ Mor- 
mon” and having employment in the office of ‘the 
“Mormon ” Chart 

Thus on charging the Territory with defiance of 
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the laws and the Courts (when statistics demonstrate 
less crime here than elsewhere) and falsifying the peo. . 
ple, their institutions and sentiments, through colum 
after column, His Excellency madly rushes, neyo, 
halting to rest upon the summits of truth or consis. ` 
ency, We pronounce his veto message a tissue of lieg | 
and falsehoods, the woof and warp manufactured by 
unprincipled carpet-baggers and unrelenting enemiga 
to Utah, freedom and constitutional guarantees. 

His Excellency has no “moral or legal right” tp 
veto the Appropriation bill; it is the act of a tyrant 
and can only be approbated by those whose aim is tọ 
enslave the people of this Territory.

Wuereas, The chief object of .the passage of sad 
law, by the Legislature, was the punishment of sexual

Wuerras, The Governor's reasons for the vetoing 
of said bill are absurd, illogical and inconsistent, to-wit: 
He first asserts that the crimes aimed at in said bill 
should be covered by a general statute of the Territory, 
and declares that it is a crying evil that the Legislature 
should have forborne to legislate generally upon the 
subject, and yet to have given to local organizations 
power to deal with this class of offenses. This asser- 
tion on the part of His Excellency is little if anything 
short of the most unblushing effrontery, he being the 
chief and only cause of the absence’ of a general stat- 
ute of the character of the one whose non-existence 
he pretends to deplore. An act of that nature was 
passed during the late session, and was by him vetoed. 
We hold that the power to punish such offenses as those 
which would have been dealt with by the act to amend 
the Charter of Ogden City, should be both general and 
local throughout the Territory, as we have shown by 
the laws passed on the subject. While the Governor 
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hypocritically claims to favor the punishment and-sup- 
pression of sexual vice, by the arbitrary exercise of the 
yeto power, he gives it direct encouragement. These 
being facts well understood, the moralizing in which 
Governor Murray takes occasion to indulge, in connec- 
tion with the veto message immediately in question, 
constitutes, in our opinion, one of the most sorry exhi- 
pitions of human perversity and inconsistency on 
record. The climax of absurdity is reached when the 
Governor states as a basis for his veto, that the bill does 
not go far enough, because it does not touch upon cer- - 
tain sexual offenses which it fails to specifically enum- 
erate. His other alleged reasons go to show that if the 
omissions of which he complains had not existed, the 
treatment the act would have received at his hands 
would not have been any different. It will be admitted. 
that if a measure does not cover every offense of a 
giveh class, if it includes in its operation a part and its 
intent and direction are satisfactory, it is good as far as it 
goes. In consideration of the foregoing, be it 


Resolved, That we repudiate the insinuation of 
Governor Murray to the effect that Utah is lower in the 
scale of morality than other parts of the Union, and 
that we hold on the contrary, that this Territory will

AN ACT 


PRESCRIBING QUALIFICATIONS FOR ELECTORS AND OFFICE 

. HOLDERS, PROVIDING FOR THE REGISTRATION OF 

VOTERS AND REGULATING THE MANNER of Conpucr- 
ING ELECTIONS. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Governor and Legis- 
lative Assembly of the Territory of Utah: That annually on 
the first Monday of August, there shall be a general elec- 
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tion held in each precinct in the several counties of this 
Territory, for electing all officers,not otherwise pro- 
vided for, and the terms of office of‘all officers elected _ 
shall be as now provided by law. : 

Sec. 2. Thatan election for delegate to the Congress 
of the. United States, for the Territory of Utah, shall be 
held in each precinct on the Tuesday next after the 
first Monday in November, in the year 1886, and every 
second year thereafter. 

xo. 3. That in case of the death, resignation or other 
disability of the delegate to Congress, or any member of 
the Legislative Assembly, or probate judge of any 
County in this Territory, it shall be the duty of the 
Governor, within ten days after receiving notice of the 
death, resignation or other disability of such officer, to 
call a special election in the Territory, District or 
County where such vacancy shall have occurred, for the 
purpose of filling the same. 

Szo. 4. In case of a vacancy by the death, resigna- 
tion or other disability of any county or precinct offi- 
cer, except probate judge, made elective in any county 
in this Territory, it shall be the duty of the County 
Court to fill such vacancy by appointment. 
Provided, That each person elected or appointed 
to any county or precinct office, shall be a citizen of the 
United States and a voter of this Territory, as defined’ 
by Statutes of the United States and of the Territory of 
Utah, and shall qualify, as by law required, within 
twenty days after receiving notice of his election or ap- 
pointment, and all persons re-elected to any office there- 
by becoming their own successors, shall, when so elected, 
qualify and be commissioned as required by law. 

Sec. 5. All officers elected or appointed to fill va- 
cancies, as provided in this Act, before entering upon 
the duties of their office, shall qualify in the same man- 
ner as though they had been elected at any general 
election, and shall hold office until the ensuing general 
election, and until their successors are elected and 
qualified, 

Seo. 6. No person shall be eligible to be elected a 
delegate to the Congress of the United States from this 
Territory, who has not attained to the age of twenty- 
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five years, and has not been seven years a citizen of the 
United States, and has not been a resident in this Terri. 
tory during one year next preceding the day of elec. 
tion, and who has not the qualifications of a voter 
therein. 

Sec. 7. No person shall be eligible ,to a seat in 
eithey branch of the Legislative Assembly, unless he hag 
been a' resident in the country or district to be repre. 
sented, during at least one year next preceeding the day 
of election, 

Src. 8. No person shall be eligible to. be elected oy 
appointed to any Territorial, district, county or precinet 
office, nor shall hold any office of public trust, honor oy 
emolument in this Territory, unless he is a citizen of 
the United States, and shall have been a resident of this 
Territory at least one year next preceding such elec. 
tion or appointment. 

Sec. 9. No officer or soldier of the United States 
army or any other person subject to military authority, 
shall be eligible to hold any office, or serve’ on ony jury, 
or vote atany election in this Territory, unless his home 
or place of residence was herein at the time of engaging 
in such service. 

Sec. 10. Every person, male or female, over the 
age of twenty-one years, who is a citizen of the United 

‘States, who is not disqualified by the provisions of any 
statute of the United States or of this Territory; who 
has been a resident in the Territory for six months, and 
a resident of the precinct where his or her vote is to be 
cast, for thirty days prior to the date of registration; 
who has not been convicted of felony or treason, and is 
not idiotic or insane, and who has been or may be reg- 
istered as hereinafter provided, shall be a qualified 
elector, and entitled to vote at any election in this 
Territory. , 

Szo. 11. All elections shall be held, conducted, 
and returns thereof made as in this act provided. 

Sec. 12. The assessors in and for their respective 
counties are hereby constituted the registration officers,

- Upon receipt of such affidavit the registration 
officer shall place the name of such person on the reg- 
istry list of voters for said precinct.

Immediately after the inspection of the 
ballots in any ballot box, the ballots shall be returned 
into the box, which shall be locked and securely sealed, 
and the boxes shall be so preserved for forty days after 
the result of the election has been declared, during 
which time notices of contest may filed with the Clerk 
of the County Court, and immediately after the expira- 
tion of the forty days, if no notjce of contest be filed, 
requiring further delay, the Clerk of the County Court 
shall, in the presence of at least one of the members of 
the County Court, and such candidates voted for as may 
be present, open each of the ballot boxes and destroy all 
ballots contained therein; but if notice of contest be 
a ve eye shall not be destroyed until the contest 
e decided. 


Sec. 32. The Clerk of the County Court shall, as 
soon as possible after the result of the election has been 
so determined, make out a general abstract thereof in 
duplicate, and certify to the correctness thereof, one of 
which he shall file, and one of which he shall post up in - 
his office, and he shall forward to the Secretary of the 
Territory a certified copy of the names of the persons 
voted for and the number of votes each has received for 
other than county and precinct offices. The envelope 
containing such certified copy shall be plainly maked 
“Election returns from ........... County” (filling in 
the name of the county as the case may be). 


Src. 88. As soon as.all the returns are received by 
the Secretary of the Territory, he shall, in the presence 
of the Governor and such candidates as choose to be 
present in person or by representative, unseal the same 
and make an abstract thereof, and the Secretary shall, 
within ten days thereafter, make out and transmit a 
certificate of election to each person who appears from 
said returns to have been elected. In elections for Del- 
egate to Congress the person having the greatest number 
of votes shall be declared by the Goyernor to be duly 
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elected, and a certificate thereof shall be given by hin 
accordingly. . 


Sec. 84. The Assessors and their deputies shall 
receive such compensation for their services required by 
this act, as the County Court shall determine, and the 
Judges iof Election shall receive for their services thirty 
cents per hour for all services rendered in conducting 
elections and canvassing votes, and each of said officers 
is hereby authorized to administer oaths whenever nec- 
essary to carry into effect the provisions of this act. 


Szo. 35. All municipal elections shall be held and 
conducted, and the returns and canvass of votes thereof 
made substantially in accordance with the provisions of 
this act, and it shall be the duty of the city councils of 
their respective cities to provide for the registering of 
voters and the appointment or election of all officers nece- 
essary, and to furnish all necessary appliances for the 
carrying out of the provisions of this section, and to aid 
them therein, the Clerk of the County Court, on demand 
of the Recorder of any municipal corporation, shall on 
payment of the proper fees, furnish a certified copy of 
the registry list of voters of any precinct. 

_ Seo. 36. Any omission or irregularity of any asses- 
sor or other officer, pertaining to registration or election 
matters, shall not invalidate any election or authorize 
the rejection of any legal votes cast, except to the extent 
that such omission or irregularity shall have prevented 
a fair vote, or affected the final result. 

Szo. 37. Any person who shall falsely make any 
return, or falsely make any certificate of election 
returns, or who shall in any manner procure or assist in 
making the same, or cause the same to be done, or who 
shall in any manner do or cause any fraud in any elec- 
tion, or having entered upon any of the offices or duties 
provided for in this act, shall wilfully fail or neglect to 
perform any of the duties required of such officer or 
person, shall be deemed guilty of a felony, and on con- 
viction thereof shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
the sum of one thousand dollars, or be imprisoned in 
the penitentiary for a term not exceeding two years. 

DEC. 88. If‘any person who is required by this act 
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to take an oath shall falsely swear, such person shall be ~ 
deemed guilty of perjury. 

Sec. 39. Any person who shall interfere with any 
registration officer in the discharge of his'duties, or the 
registration of any person entitled to be registered, or 
who shall offer to vote twice at one election, or who, 
not being registered, shall offer to vote in the name‘ of a 
registered person, or who shall disturb or be guilty of 
any riotous conduct at any election in this Territory, or 
who shall disturb or interfere with the canvassing of 
the votes, or interfere with the making of the returns, 
or who carries away, or destroys, or attempts to carry 
away or destroy any poll list or ballots, or ballot box, 
for the purpose of breaking up or invalidating such elec- 
tion, or who shall wilfully detain, mutilate or estoy any 
election returns, or in any manner so interfere with the 
oflicers holding such election or conducting such canvass 
as to obstruct them in the discharge of their official 
duties, or who shall interfere with any voter in the free 
exercise of the elective franchise, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor. ; 

Szo. 40. Any person who shall give, or promise or 
offer to give, to an elector, any money, reward or other 
valuable consideration, for his or her vote at an election, 
or for withholding the same, or who shall give, or prom- 
ise to give, such considerations to any other person or 
party, for such elector’s vote, or for the withholding 
thereof, or any elector who shall receive or agree to 
receive for himself or for another, any money, reward 
or other consideration for his vote at an election, or for 
withholding the same, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shall also forfeit the right to vote at such 
election; and and any elector whose right to vote shall 
be challenged for any such cause, before the election 
officers, Shall be required to swear or affirm that the 
matter of the challenge is untrue, before his vote shall 
be received. 

Szo. 41. Any person who shall offer any bribe, 
threat or intimidation to any elector for the purpose of 
influencing his or her vote, or shall examine any ballot 
offered or cast at the polls, or found in any ballot box, 
for any other purpose than to ascertain as. herein pro- 
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l 
vided what candidate has been elected, or who votes 
more than once at any one election, or knowingly offer 
to vote two or more ballots, or in any manner change 
any ballot after the same has been deposited in the bal. 
lot box, or adds, or attempts to add any ballot to those 
legally polled, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 

Src. 42. The provisions of all acts and parts of act 
superseded by, or in conflict with any of the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed. .

This bill is asubstantial re-enactment of the system 
of registering voters, and conducting elections, which 
prevailed in this Territory prior to the Act of Congress 
of March 22, 1882, with the change in the qualification 
of voters made necessary by that Act. That system 
was regarded by many as unfair and unsatisfactory. 

Under it, for years, the non-Mormon “voters prac- 
tically declined paopao in elections, and charges 
of favoritism and injustice in its administration were 
made with at least color of plausibility. It was largely 
because Congress was impressed with this belief that it 
placed, at that time, the appointment of election and 
registration officers under the control of a board which 
derived its authority from a source which was not 
dominated by the people of Utah. 

lam unwilling to return to this discarded and con 
demned system. 

The act before me, if approved, will place the 
registration of voters, and the conduct of elections, m 
the hands of men who are hostile to the law of Con 
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ess, and are opposed to the enforcement of national 
aws, if inconsistent with their opinions.. 

To place the registering and the conduct of 
elections, and the canvassing of votes in the hands of 
m from it was taken, would be going to the old 
abuses. | 
This bill is subject to many of the objections which 
were pointed out in a message transmitted to the last 
Legislative Assembly by me, declining to approve a bilk 
similar in its essential features to this one. I do not - 
deem it necessary to repeat these objections. My: 
opinions have undergone no change on the subject. 

-~ Sections 4 to 9 of the bill are in relation ,to a 
subject so distinct from the general purpose of the bill, - 
and already reasonably provided for, that their insertion 
in this bill appears to be both unnecessary and con- 
fusing. The subject of vacancies and terms of office 
are out of place in such connection, and aside from the 
objections which I entertain to these sections, ought to 
be omitted from this measure.

It is true that this bill is not based upon the law 
now in force upon our statute books; but many changes 
were made, so it would conform to the Act of Congress 
of March 22, 1882, as well as to. meet the objections of 
the Governor in his veto message of a similar bill 
passed by the Legislative Assembly two years ago. But 
that the law was or is unfair and unsatisfactory we 
deny. It may have been regarded as unsatisfactory by 
a few, because it so carefully guarded the ballot-box 
from fraud that an insignificant minority party could 
not obtain a victory at, the polls. The history of 
elections, as conducted under our present law prior- to 
the passage of the law of ae sae of March 22, 1882, is 
a clear and emphatic denial of the charge that the law 
was unfair and unsatisfactory. Ft is a well known fact 
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that no charge of fraud in elections was ever made 
against the “People’s” or “Mormon” party. 

The record of the past refutes the charge that non- 
“Mormon” voters practically declined parapa ngn in 
elections under this law. Itis a fact well known, patent 
and notorious, that non-“ Mormon” voters did partici- 
pate in every election conducted under that law, when- 
ever they had the remotest chance of’ obtaining a 
victory, and that if they ever failed to participate in 
any election it was because of their utter hopelessness 
of electing a single man on their ticket. But suppose 
an insignificant minority party did decline participating 
in elections, is that an argument against the election 
law? As to the charges of favoritism and injustice in 
the administration of the law, “with at least color of 
plausibility,” that is another assertion without founda- 
tion in fact, 

The reasons which actuated Congress in creating a 
new set of election officers, are far different from those 
stated in His Excellency’s veto message. Congress, in 
peeing the act commonly known as the Edmunds Act, 
created new qualifications for voters, which disfran- 
chised many of the “ Mormon” voters, and as Congress 
was led to believe that many of the election officers at 
that time would be disfranchised by the act they were 
then passing, they created a new set of officers to put 
the law in operation. The act shows on its face that it 
was not intended these officers should be permanent — 
they were to continue in office until the Legislative 
Assembly, elected under the provisions of the said act, 
should provide for filling the said offices. The assertion 
of the Governor that this bill, if approved, will place 
the registration of voters and the conduct of elections 
in the hands of men who are hostile to the enforcement 
of national laws, if inconsistent with their opinions, is 
not supported by the facts. In many instances, men 
appointed by the Utah Commission as registration and 
election officers, are the identical persons who would 
have charge of the registration of voters and the con- 
duct of elections under this bill, if approved, and in 
. every instance the law has been rigidly enforced. 

The assertion that “the bill is subject to many of 
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the objections which were pointed out in a message 
transmitted to the last Legislative Assembly by me,” 
leads us to believe that His Excellency did not give the 
present bill careful consideration. Out of upwards of 
twenty-five objections made two years ago, all but four 
were met in this bill. The objections not met and 
provided for in this bill were: First, his objection to 
woman suffrage; second, to giving county courts the 
authority 'to fill vacancies in minor offices; third, to 
giving justices of the peace the right to hear objections — 
to the names on the register of voters, and ordering 
them stricken off on proper showing prior to the 
election; and, fourth, because there were no provisions 
requiring all ballots to be of uniform size and color. 
Alt of these provisions are the same in the bill under 
gonsideration as in our present law. His Excellency 
has approved measures, during our present session, 
some portions of which did not meet his favor, but as 
the objectionable features were a re-enactment of the 
present law, and the bills in which they stood had other 
provisions which he favored, he did not consider the 
re-enactment of an existing law which did not meet his 
approval an objection to the bill, and for these reasons 
these cannot be considered material objections. 

A careful consideration of H. F. 49, we are satisfied, 
will convince an unprejudiced public that it would 
make a fair and impartial election law; that it would 
give every qualified voter in this Territory an oppor- 
tunity, with the least possible inconvenience, of casting 
his vote for the man of his choice; that it would care- 
fully prevent any frauds in elections; that it would © 
provide an absolutely secret ballot and a true and 
correct canvass of the votes polled. | 

We are led to believe that the Governor, in exercis- 
ing his despotic power in vetoing the said bill, was actu- 
ated solely by a desire to prevent the people of this Ter- 
ritory from re-electing their election officers, and to per- 
petuate on this Territory the Utah Commission at an 
annual expense of upwards of $40,000 to the national 
government, contrary to the expressed wish of Con- 
gress, 


Resolutions adopted. 
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Wauereas, Governor Eli H. Murray has vetoed H.F, 
No. 50, a bill providing for a Territorial Board of Equal- 
ization of taxes, and 

Wuerzas, His reasons for this action upon a whole- 
some measure are flimsy in the extreme, being to-wit: 

That Probate Judges are unfitted to act upon a Ter- 
ritorial organization of that character because they are 
the presiding officers of county boards of equalization. 
Also that Probate Judges are disqualified under the law 
to act in that connection in a Territorial capacity. 

The first reason is ridiculous, as the experience of 
these officials on county boards renders them all the 
more capable to act in a more extended sphere provided 
in a Territorial organization; as to the second rea- 
son we know of no legal disqualification that prevents 
them from being connected with a board of. equalization 
of the Territory, and 

Wuersas, The bill under consideration was a meas- 
ure suggested by the Governor himself, in his message 
to the Assembly; therefore, be it 

. Resolved, That his action in vetoing said bill was in 
every way inexcusable, being a gratuitous insult to the 
Legislature, who“ acted in the premises upon his own 
suggestion, and evinces a despotic determination to rob 
the people of their right to a voice in the management 
of the affairs of the commonwealth.

MEMORIAL TO CONGRESS. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States in Congress assembled: 


GENTLEMEN:— We, your memorialists, the Legislative 
Asssembly of the Territory of Utah, respectfully repre- 
sent that, having been elected by the citizens of this 
Territory, duly qualified as voters under the provisions 
of the Act of Congress known as the Edmunds law, we 
have met and labored diligently during the term of 
sixty days required by law, and have passed such mea- 
sures as were necessary to:the welfare of our con- 
stituents and to comply with the requirements of Sec- 
tion 9 of the Pdea act. But in the discharge of our 
duties we have met with persistent obstruction from 
the Governor, who, exercising arbitrary and extraordi- 
nary powers, has nullified the chief labors of the session, 
and has thrown the affairs of the Territory into perplex- 
ing confusion. We therefore memoralize your honor- 
able body, and earnestly ask your attention to the fol- 
lowing facts and grievances : 

It has been well understood from the opening of 
the present Legislature that a deep-laid conspiracy has 
been formed for the purpose of effecting a revolution in 
Utah, by which the entire control of the Territory 
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should be wrested frem the large majority ofits citizens 
and placed in the hands of a small minority, who have 
‘for‘a long time by misrepresentations and falsehoods 
sought to prejudice the government and people of the 
United States against Utah and its people. 

Unable by reason of numerical insignificance to 
wield any infiuence of importance at the polls, this con- 
spiring minority have planned to obtain the entire 
disfranchisement of the majority, or the concentration 
of political power in a commission of their own number, 
so that in either event the few shall rule while the vast 
majority shall be placed in the position of subjugated 
slaves. 

At the head and front of this conspiracy stands Eli 

H. Murray, Governor of Utah, who has openly advo- 
cated the disruption of the Territory by depriving its 
citizens of every vestige of local self-government, and 
who has from the commencement of his administration 
allied himself to the plotters against the peace of the 
people, and has persistently abused and insulted and 
maligned the majority in private, in public documents, 
and through the medium of the press. 

By the most atrocious falsehoods, by attempted 
usurpations, by insolent messages, he has sought to pro- 
voke a conflict between the people and the Federal 
authority, which he claims to represent, and between 
the legislative and executive branches of the local gov- 
ernment.. . 

During the present session he has vetoed twenty 
bills sent to him for signature, and thirteen bills he has 
contemptuously ignored. The excuses offered where any 
have been given, have been in most instances of the 
flimsiest character, and in no case have contained vital 
objections or reasons that raised a pertinent issue. 
Every one of those measures would have been beneficial 
to the whole people of Utah, and, while framed in re- 
sponse to the wishes of our constituents, were in har- 
mony with the Constitution and Laws of the United 
States. Among the most important of those measures 
were bills for the following purposes: 

To allow bail as a right ın cases of appeal from the 
lower courts to the higher, except in capital offenses ; 
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to provide for an increased jury list and the payment of 
jurors; to regulate the legislative apportionment of the 
Territory; for the support of the Deseret University. 
creating a Territorial board for the equalization of taxes: 
for the support of the Territorial Insane Asylum; pre. 
scribing the qualifications of electors and office-holdeys: 
appropriating funds for Territorial expenses, etc. The 
bill allowing bail was necessary to the ends of justice 
for it is a farce to grant the right of appeal and then ip. 
flict the punishment appealed from while, the appeal is 
pending. The bill increasing the jury list was required 
because the Poland law provides for only two hundred 
jurors for each year, and these have been found insufi- 
cient, necessitating a resort to the open venire system, 
which has been so shamefully abused that juries have 
been packed with persons chosen intentionally from the 
enemies of defendants, The bill followed strictly and 
exactly the provisions of the Poland law in the manner 
of selecting the jurors, but increased the number so as 
to meet every possible requirement without recourse to 
the open venire. It also provided for the payment of 
jurors and witnesses, and the veto not only continues the 
system by which juries may be packed, but deprives ju- 
rors, who are compelled to serve, for any pay for their 
services for the ensuing two years. The bill apportion- 
ing the legislative representation of the Territory was 
framed in accordance with the following recommenda- 
tion of the Governor. 

“T recommend that the districts be so constructed 
that each shall have a voice without being overborne by 
a larger neighbor which may be combined with it as 
now.” At the last session of the Legislature he vetoed 
a bill drawn up at his suggestion, but stated that if the 
Legislature would pass an Act apportioning the Terri- 
tory into twelve Council districts and twenty-four Rep- 
resentative districts on the basis of one Councilor to 
every 12,000 and one Representative to every 6,000 of 
population, he would be pleased to approve it. The bili 
was passed exactly in the form proposed, but he neither 
signed nor approved it nor mentioned it further, so it 
died a natural death. The bill we have passed is strictly 
in conformity with his expressed wishes, but he has 
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refused to append his signature. The bill for the support 
of the Deseret University is essential to the welfare of 
the only college sustained by Territorial funds. It 
appropriated for the gratuitous tuition of normal stu- 
dents the sum of $10,000 per annum instead of $5,000, 
which has been the annual amount, but which is now 
insufficient to the growing educational needs of the Ter- 
ritory and the rapid growth of the institution. 

The bill creating a Territorial board of equalization 
was passed at his suggestion and is a needed measure to 
secure equal taxation in the several counties. The bill 
for the support of the Territorial insane asylum is a. 
public necessity, not only to maintain a praiseworthy 
establishment, but to pay liabilities contracted at the 
Governor’s instance as one of its directors; no provision 
now exists by which the unfortunates cared for in the 
asylum may be maintained. The bill prescribing the 
qualifications of electors and office-holders was framed 
in pursuance of the following clause of Section 9 of the 
Edmunds Act, to-wit: 

“And at or after the first meeting of said Legisla- 
tive Assembly, whose members shall have been selected 
and returned according tothe provisions of the Act, said 
Legislative Assembly may make such laws conformable 
to the Organic Act of said Territory and not inconsistent 
with other laws of the United States, as it shall deem 
proper concerning the filling of the offices in said Terri- 
tory declared vacant by this Act.” 

The Legislature of 1554 passed an election law, as 
authorized by the foregoing, but it was vetoed by the 
Governor, who specified a number of very trifling rea- 
sons for rejecting it. We framed a bill upon the ground- 
work of the former measure, but avoiding the points 
objectionable to the Governor as presented in his former 
veto message. He has peremptorily refused to sign it. 
The only reason we know of for this refusal is the desire 
to continue in office the five commissioners appointed 
under the Edmunds law to select proper persons to fill 
the registration and election offices in the Terrritory. 
The design of the Edmunds law, as indicated in Section 
9, was to have those offices filled as the Legislature 
should provide, and thus abolish the commission. It was 
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only designed to be temporary: As soon as a Legisl. 
ture elected under the provisions of the Edmunds lay 
should meet and provide for the filling of those offices 
the object of appointing the commission would ba 
accomplished. And the specific purpose of their appoint, 
ment and of the election of a Legislative Assembly 
under their auspices was to prevent bigamists, polyga- 
mists, and persons practicing unlawful cohabitation 
from voting vr holding office in Utah. This was secured 
by the election bill that the Governor has vetoed which 
rovides for the registration of voters, and imposes the 
following oath upon all applicants for registration:

This is the same oath formulated by the commis- 
sioners and taken by all persons who voted at the elec- 
tion which returned us to office. The commissioners 
had no authority in law to impose any oath whatever. 
Their act in doing so was legislation. While they 
remain in office that oath is imposed without authority 
of law. But by the bill which the Governor has vetoed 
the oath would become legal and the object of the 
Edmunds law in its political portion would be fully 
accomplished. The veto of that bill nullifies one of the 
purposes of the Edmunds Act, and continues in office a 
useless commission costing the Government an average 
of $50,000 per annum, not including the $25,000 per 
annum for their salaries or the large amount for their 
personal expenses. This Territory under the bill we 
passed could attend to its own election business at a cost 
of not more than $5,000, which would be paid out of its 
own treasury. The veto of that bill then costs the 
United States Treasury about $75,000 per annum unnec- 
essarily and without any good result. 


The appropriation bill was closely economical and ° 


provided the necessary funds for the local Government, 


Vy 


for educational purposes, for the improvement of‘ roads _ 


and bridges, for the fees of jurors and witnesses and 
other expenses of the courts, and to meet obligations 
lawfully contracted. But it created no public debt, fos- 
tered no private scheme, and kept within the limits of 


the current revenue. The reason assigned for vetoing. 


this bill, which was absolutely necessary for the conduct 
of public affairs, is that the officers to handle the funds 
are not de jure officers, because they are not appointees 
of the Governor. For twenty-six years the Territorial 
Auditor and Treasurer were elected by the Legislative 
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Assembly in joint session. The law was then changed, 
making them elective by the people. The bill rendering | 
the officers elective was signed by Governor Murrays . 
predecessor, and was not disapproved by Congress. The 

resent incumbents were duly elected and qualified, and 

old their commissions from Governor Murray himself, 
But the Governor contends that he has the right to 
nominate these officers, to be confirmed by the Council 
of the Legislative Assembly. And because this right ıs 
disputed by the Council who have not confirmed his 
nominees—persons obnoxious to the great majority of 
the citizens—he has refused to sign the appropriation 
bill, and has thus cut off tHe motive power which turns 
the wheels of the Territorial machinery, stopping all 
public improvements and demoralizing business gener- 
ally. In the face of this law standing upon our statute 
books, the Council could not accept the dictum of the 
executive, who is not endowed with judicial powers. In 
declaring the law invalid which provides for the elec- 
tion of the Auditor and Treasurer, he has assumed judi- 
cial functions; and in vetoing the appropriation bill on 
the pretext that those officers were elected under an 
invalid law, he has acted the part of a tyrant and an 
obstructionist, placing a barrier in the way of all Terri- 
torial advancement. Even if the Governor's view of 
the law is correct and our predecessors for thirty-four 
years have been mistaken—and this can only be pro- 
perly decided by a competent court—that does not justi- 
fy an executive, in destroying the combined labors of 
both houses of the Legislature. As well might the Pres- 
ident of the United States refuse to sign all the appro- 
priation bills of Congress because the Senate refuse to 
confirm his nominees to office. 

The power of absolute veto which is vested in the 
Governor of Utah is the principal evil that suggests 
and makes possible the obstruction of the executive. 
It stands as an anomaly and a solecism in this great re- 
public. Itisa menace to freedom and a relic of mon- 
archical absolutism. In every State and Territory of 
the Federal Union except Utah a two-thirds majority 
vote of the Legislature will pass any duly enacted bill 
over the Governor’s veto. Even Arizona, once suffering 
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‘mder the same disability as Utah, was July 19, 1876 
freed from this unjust and needless despotism. If the 
one man who wields this extraordinary power were of 
the people, or a friend to the people, whose expressed 
will at the polls he can annul by a stroke of the pen, 
or by dogged:refusal to sign his name, it would not be 
so thoroughly oppressive, But he is usually not identi- 
fied with the people nor with their interests, but is ar- 
bitrarily appointed, by those in whose authority the 
people affected have no voice or vote, from a distant 
place and with aims and purposes foreign to theirs. 
Thus one man who is unfriendly, in this case strongly 
antagonistic to the masses, can render null and void by 
simply acting as an obstructionist the entire labors for 
sixty days of thirty-six legislators elected at the polls 


by nearly all the voting citizens of the most populous 


Territory of the Union. 

Measures are pending in your honorable body to 
deprive of the elective franchise the industrious, peace- 
loving, thrifty, and self-supporting citizens of Utah whe 
are free from all the disabilities of the Edmunds act, 
and cannot be convicted of crime, essential or consti- 
tuted by law. In some matters of belief they differ 
from other citizens. Is this an offense which should 
render them voteless in a land of religious liberty ? 
The Supreme Court of the United States has enunzi- 
ated the doctrine that governments can only legislate 
against actions ; that matters of faith, and opinion, and 
worship are beyond their control, and that it is time for 
them to interfere when beliefs break out in overt acts 
against peace and good order. Your honorable body is 
urged to pass laws in violation of this principle and of 
the first amendment of the Constitution of the United 
States. The only results that can be expected from 
such a revolution in the. affairs of this Territory are the 
complete control of the many by the conspiring few— 
8) per cent of the population dominated by the other 
15 per cent.; seven-tenths of the voting citizens de- 
prived of the ballot to please and enrich the remaining 
three-tenths, the latter now holding all the offices in the 
Federal gift, and plotting and conspiring to grasp all 
the local offices and the local finances. It is an error 
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to suppose that this will tend to solve the religious 
problem peculiar to this Territory. It will but confirm 
the faith of those who adhere to tenets which they will 
deem assailed by unfair and unprecedented weapons, 
and render more solid and compact the ranks of the 
people so unjustly despoiled. 

Disfranchisement for unorthodox belief or for mem- 
bership in an unpopular church will be something em 
tirely new under the government of the United States, 
and a stride backward toward the cruel intolerance and 
religious bondage of mediæval times. Its proposal is 
not in the interest of the nation, but of a few adven- 
turers who lust for place, power and pelf, and are taking 
advantage of common prejudice against a misunder- 
stood community to effect their nefarious ‘personal 
ends. Through the toils, privations, and daring of the 
pioneers of this people the whole Rocky Mountam 
region has been opened to civilization and the extension 
of the power and the increase of the wealth of this | 
great republic. Shall the sons and daughters of those — 
brave and loyal pioneers, many of whom aiding in 
wresting this vast section on the Pacific Slope from the 
dominion of Mexico, now be rewarded by total dis- 
franchisement and by subjugation to a handful of ad- 
venturers who have come here to take advantage of 
their labors and sacrifices ? 

We respectfully ask that the bills which we have 
named, copies of which are herewith forwarded, may 
receive the authority of law, either by enactment of 
Congress or by other means deemed suitable by your 
honorable body. We would urge this especially in re- 
gard to the election, jury and appropriation bills, which 
are absolutely essential to the welfare of the Territory. 

That the veto power of the executive in this Terri- 
tory of nearly two hundred thousand people be made 
conformable to that in every other section of this great 
republic, so that a two-thirds majority vote of the Legis- 
lature may prevail over a single voice and that an arbi- 
trary, irksome, and anamalous one-man power shall no 
longer be absolute in opposition to the expressed wishes 
of the people who suffer from this more than monarch- 
ical authority. 
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That the conspiracy to revolutionize the Territory 
and reverse the rule that majorities shall govern shall 
not prevail, but that your honorable body will view this 
matter in the light of justice and an understanding of 
the facts, postponing action until full inquiry into both 
sides of the question shall enable intelligence and calm 
judgment to take the place of prejudice and the un- 
seemly haste that is born of it. 

That the cumbersome, useless and expensive Utah 
Commission, which has fully served the purpose for 
which it was created and which has in addition exer- 
cised both legislative and judicial functions without the 
slightest authority in law, be at once abolished and the _ 
voting citizens be permitted to regulate their own 
election affairs, at their own expense, under the laws of 
Congress and of the Territory. 

That a commission of disinterested persons be ap- 
pointed to quietly and fully investigate the affairs of . 
this Territory, so that accurate information may be ob- 
tained concerning the people, their condition, progress, 
sentiments, prospects, and attitude toward the general 
government, with a view to determine their qualifica- 
tions for the responsibilities and duties of self-govern- 
ment, under the liberal constitution which they have 
framed and to which they invite the careful scrutiny of 
your honorable body. 

And that, in the event of statehood being still 
further postponed, the people of the oldest, wealthiest, 
most populous and most progressive Territory of the 
United States be relieved of the incumbrances and 
hindrances with which special legislation has weighted 
them down, and that the citizens who have broken no 
law may be permitted, like those of other Territories, 
to legislate for themselves and to demonstrate their 
good qualities, their ability to regulate their local 
affairs, and their fitness for their high destiny as a 
vigorous commonwealth which shall prove a strength 
and support to the Federal Union. 

Let not our prayers be disregarded. We ask no 
special favor. We only appeal for fair treatment, for 
equal rights with other citizens, for common liberties, 
for simple justice. And while the God of nations will 
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approve your fearless action in support of reason and of 
right in opposition to abuse and wrong, a grand and 
united people, redeemed from oppression, will vindicate 
your good judgment and glorify your patriotism. 

And your memorialists, as in duty bound, will ever 
pray, ete. .
